WASHINGTON — Although they are 
viewed as the Boys from Bechtel 
George Shultz and Caspar Weinberger 
have not always marched in lockstep 
In fa Shultz has privately said he 
plieves that Weinberger eased Ronald 
agan away from naming him sec 
retary of state in 1981, informed sources 
say 

The two respect each other's 
strengths and attributes, having served 
together in the Nixon Cabinet and later 
at Bechtel But they have not been the 
personal intimates nor even philosophic 
soulmates that many in Washington 
believe them to be, according to 
sources who know them both. And they 
will now play out their roles as the 
administration's top two national sec 
urity policy-makers against a backdrop 
that was sketched in part during the 
days of intrigue of the Reagan transi 
tion 

Shultz was being actively promoted 
for the secretary of state's job then by a 
number of prominent Republicans 
among them former Federal Reserve 
Board Chairman Arthur Burns and 
former Defense Secretary Melvin 
Laird, according to informed sources 
Shultz was willing to take the job, they 
say, and those supporting him believed 
they had convinced Reagan to name 
him 

But Shultz and some of his supporters 
believe that Weinberger was instru 
mental in turning his friend Reagan 
from Shultz as secretary, accord. 
ing to these sources, 


As they understand it, Weinberger 
passed the word that Shultz felt com 
mitted to stay in his job as president of 
Bechtel, where Weinberger was then 
also employed as a vice president 
general counsel and a director. Wein 
berger is also said to have suggested 
during the transition period that it 
might be unwise politically for the 
administration to appoint two senior 
Rechte! officials to top national security 
positions, being aware that he, too, was 
in line for a top administration job. The 
job Weinberger is said to have wanted 
most was secretary of state 


Shultz was also ready to take the job 
at state. had it been offered. and the 
first Shultz was re that Reagan was 
being told otherwise was when he 
received a telephone call from. the 
president-elect.

NEW YORK (UPI) — Pentagon planners 
who organized the ill-fated mission to rescue 
US, hostages from the U.S. Embassy in Iran 
expected hundreds of Iranians to be killed in 
the raid, Newsweek magazine reported 
Saturday 


And a special Army anti-terrorist group, 
which had placed seven undercover agents in 
Iran to plan the raid, still blames helicopter 
pilots’ cowardice and lack of professionalism 
for the failure of the mission. 


Newsweek also noted that the raiders 


learned the location of the hostages only hours 
before the rescue mission began. And, it said. 
they found out only by coincidence: An 
embassy cook released by the Iranians 
happened to be on a plane with a deep-cover 
CIA agent 

The rescue try ended in a fireball over the 
Tranian desert on April 25, 1980, when, with 
three of their eight helicopters already out of 
action, one of the remaining copters crashed 
into a tanker plane used for refueling. Eight 
Americans were killed and four more were 
badly burned 


President Jimmy Carter had said the rescue 
try was designed to keep loss of life to a 
minimum, to get in and get the hostages out 
with as few casualties as possible to both sides 


But ground-foree commander Col. Charles 
Beckwith and other operation planners said 
plans cailed for the use of heavy weapons and 
gunships and they fully expected to kill 
“hundreds” of Iranian soldiers and civilians, 
particularly if the assault force was beset by 
human waves of Iranians trying to stop the 
rescue 


He said rescue planners expected the 
Iranians who held the embassy to flee without 
injuring the 53 hostages. He said one of the 
biggest fears was that some hostages might 
wrest guns from their [ranian captors and be 
gunned down by rescuers who mistook them 
for Iranians.

a Needed: Radical Approaches 


ROCKY: Let's face it. The public is fed up with 
juvenile crime. Kids under 18 commit about one-third 
of all felonies. The eight most serious FBI index 
crimes are murder, rape, robbery, aggravated 
assault, burglary, larceny, motor vehicle theft and 
arson. Juveniles aceounted for more than 41 percent 
of these offenses last year. 


People are sick about being ripped off, mugged 
and threatened by “children’’ hiding behind the 
juvenile justice system. The public is getting 
desperate in trying to get this problem under control 


RAY: The average person wants the cops and the 
courts to get tough with mean and young criminals 
Vermont passed a law that any kid 10 or older can be 
tried as an adult for a serious crime, Two Vermont 
teen agers beat the system after murdering someone 
and the state responded to the public pressure for 
action 


I understand their frustration, but come on! How 
many 10-year-old kids are going to blow somebody 
away? And, if they do, they need help, not prison 


Getting tough with kids isn’t new. I ought to know 
I started getting in trouble before I was a teen-ager 
By the time I hit 17 the state of Calfifornia gave up on 
me ever straightening out. They got tough by 
sterilizing’ nie. That was their solution back in 1943 
Don't let these bad kids pass their genes on to the next 
generation, right? 

So the state sterilized 5.000 of us — boys and girls 
— before somebody said. ‘Hey, wait a minute. this 
might not be the answer.’ By then it too late. We 
are starting to see that attitude again with some of 
these juvenile laws. Then it was sterilization. Now it 
is putting 10-year-olds in prison. 


ROCKY: But what do you do” At its best, the 
juvenile justice system is imperfect. It is inconsis: 
tent The kids don't respect it, much less have any 
fear of it 


This generation has grown up in the most 
permissive climate in our history. Anything goes. If a 
young hoodlum breaks a law, he really does not 
worry much about the consequences. If a policeman 
happens to grab a youngster in the act of committing 
a crime, both parties are almost sure nothing will 
come of it 

If the kid is street smart and has been in the same 
situation before, he knows this is all a bluff. Sure, he 
might have to spend a few hours at the station. After 
that, it is @ cinch he will be back on the street — 
maybe as a hero to his buddies. 

RAY: I don't think we can do much about the 
problems of society. This is the real world, 1982 style 
As individuals, we can only do so much about the 
divorce rate, unemployment. poverty and illiteracy 
Sure, I believe ail of those things contribute t 
juvenile crime Kids just do not have the stability or 
support system they once did 


I think the answer to keeping kids out of trouble 
les somewhere outside of the criminal justice 
system. I spent 25 years in jail and a lot of other time 
dealing with judges and juries. Once a kid gets into 
that scene, the odds against surviving are unbeliev- 
able 


ROCKY: I think we must go back to the beginning 
when it comes to educating kids about respect for the 
law. Enormous numbers are testing the limits of 
society. No one ever told them the rules. They have 
no guidelines or parameters when it comes to 
acceptable behavior. 


RAY: We simply must get these “bad” kids off the 
assembly line before they hit reform school or prison 
We have to catch them early before they fall into the 
ystem. When they are that far gone. most of them

Crowded Prisons 
Forcing States 


To Free Inmates

Despite outeries about escal: 
rime, public officials acr 

are being forced to free thousands of 
convicts before they have served their 
full sentences or reached parole 

More and more, the 05€ 
solution is used in response 
Jevel overcrowding in prisons. But 
some penologists have recommended 
early release. In some cases, judges 
have ordered it 
Officials in all states with early 
release programs, in interviews by UPI 
orrespondents across the country 
stressed that a large majority of 
inmates who are freed early are 
non-violent, low-risk offenders who are 
approaching their parole dates. How 
ever, inmates convicted of violent 
crimes have also been freed prema 
turely, officials acknowledged 
Early release measures have re. 
sulted in a backlash. In at least one 
state, Maryland, an outbreak of crime 
committed by prisoners released early 
resulted in a decision to build more 
jails. But in several other states, 
authorities claim notable success with 
few parolees returned to prison 
New York Opposition 

Despite swelling of his state’s penal 
system to 112 percent of capacity, New 
York state Sen. Ralph Marino, as 
chairman of the Crime and Corrections 
Committee, remains opposed to early 
telease. 


“You might as well forget about the 
sentencing process,” says Marino. 


But early release is growing. Exam- 
ples 

— In 1990, Texas turned 1,500 inmates 
loose and placed another 1,500 in 
halfway houses when a federal court 
judge ordered a reduction in the state 
prison population after finding inhu: 
man conditions caused by overcrowd- 
ing. Eight thousand more inmates are 
being screened by the Texas Depart- 
ment of Corrections for early release 
over the next two years. 

— Missouri last year freed 300 
prisoners to make room in state 
institutions for inmates who were being 
housed in swelling county and city jails 

— Wisconsin this year has released 
1,214 inmates early as part of a plan to 
relieve its overloaded prison system. 

Some Other States 


Among other states where early 
telease has or is being used: California, 
Maryland, Pennsylvania, South Caroli- 
‘ga and Arizona, Illinois alone has freed 
over 4,000 inmates since 1978. 

In other states, bills to provide for 
early release are in the legislative 
hopper. 

New Jersey Gov. Thomas H. Kean 


resisted pressures from legislators for 
an early release program, then re 
lented. He now proposes a system 
similar to one used in Michigan, which 
let 900 inmates out of jail in 1981 and is 
preparing to free more this year. 

Kean wants a selective program. The 
parole dates of non-violent offenders 
would be moved forward 9 days 
whenever the capacity of the prisons 
exceeded a certain point 

is another case in point 

wwding in the state prison places 

pssure on judges to grant shorter 

sentences for convicts or to find 

“diversion programs” in lieu of impris- 

onment. The parole board has to grant 

earlier parole dates to make room for 

incoming prisoners. 

Knowing the Risks 

“When you are put in a position of 
having to put people on the streets in 
order to make room at the inn, you have 
to have a good grasp on what types of 
risks you are taking,” says Gary 
Webster, executive secretary of the 
Utah Board of Pardons. 


Dennis Holm, director of parole 
services for the state's Adult Probation 
and Parole Office, says he is dealing 
with a system that is completely 
overtaxed. “The only thing going for us 
is at least we have some say in the 
system as to who is getting out.” 

Despite growth in the use of early 
release, it is not a concept that state 
officials and politicians can easily

embrace, confronted as they are with 
fading public confidence in themselves, 
Jaw enforcement and the courts. 

‘Politicians are afraid of being 
labeled as being soft on crime.” says 
Diana Steelman, an official with the 
National Commission on Crime and 
Delinquency, based in Hackensack, 
N.J., the nation’s oldest prison reform 
organization. 

She accused legislators of con- 
sciously ignoring the root causes of 
prison overcrowding and exacerbating 
the problem by passing tougher laws to 
satisfy the crime-fighting demands of 
their ‘‘almost hysterical’’ constituents. 

Stronger Laws Passed 

People think that growing prison 
populations are inevitable,"" Miss Steel- 
man said. “They're not. It's because of 
stronger laws passed by legislatures 
The sentencing structures in states — 
mandatory sentences, jonger sen- 
tences, cracking down on parole — are 
going to create pressures on prison 
populations.” 


Miss Steelman, a former official of 
the New York City Corrections Depart- 
ment, said politicians, instead, should 
be conducting reviews of their penal 
codes to reduce prison populations by 
instituting more drug and alcohol 
rehabilitation programs, work-release 
programs and less harsh sentences for 
minor offenders. 

Opponents assert, however, that 
early release programs lend credence

Nor has anyone else on the Reagan foreign 
policy team yet demonstrated that it has what 
any U.S. administration. of whatever political 
stripe, must have: a clear, historical vision of 
the United States’ place in the world and the 
means of advancing our interests in the 
hundreds of competing areas that add up to a 
foreign policy 

For the record, the tradition of U 
reliance on pragmatism in dealing with oth 
nations is dead. As our historically more 
vulnerable cousins in Europe have long 
realized, there must be a central vision of 
foreign policy in order to bring the apples and 
oranges of individual events into some sort of 
balance, if not harmony 

For example, on the issue that ostensibly led 
to Haig’s resignation — the gas pipeline from 
Siberia to Western Europe — the United States 
must balance its relations with the Soviet 
Union with the political needs of our Western 
European allies and their desire for economic

vitality. the question of our reliability as 4 
trading partner and the effect on U.S. business 
and the economy. Haig apparently understood 
this. and judged, as well, that the Europeans 
would never accede to the U.S. desire to see the 
pipeline canceled. Why, therefore, merely 
cause ourselves an injury by persisting? 


In effect, in our new state of relatively 
diminished power in the world, we need a world 
view that can make some sense of the bits and 
pieces — a way of looking at our problems ams 
devising answers that derives its legitimacy 
from the facts of life. It is basically different 
from having an ideology, of either the right or 
the left. that tries instead to impose an 
American vision on global events that can 
distort reality. Flawed premises lead inelucta: 
bly to flawed policy. 

In domestic affairs, we continue to have a 
near-monopoly of decision, and can chart our 
course more or less to suit ourselves (though 
facts of economic engagement in the world are 
reducing our latitude), but in foreign affairs we 
have long since lost the ability to call the shots 


alone We can help set a global agenda, we can 
behave in ways that can require other 
countries to react tous rather than letting them 
require us to react to them (as has been 
happening on arms control and in Latin 
America and the Middle East.) But unless we 
seek to mesh our desires with what is possible 

enlisting the aid of friends and devising 
means to check our foes — we will surely fail in 
our larger purposes 


Building better teamwork in an administra 
tion may help it to adjust to the realities of the 
outside world and to assert leadership, But 
someone must be able to craft and sustain a 
world view that can meet America's interest 
Haig came closest in the Reagan administra 
tion. His critics called this “creeping Haigism” 
and blamed it on career officers in the State 
Department 


Yet, in reality, as secretary of state he could 
not hide from the news — both good and bad — 
that poured into his department dark!y from 
abroad. It was not his fault that he learned 
from it. However imperfectly, he almost alone 
in the administration tried to devise an actual 
strategy for getting America’s job done in the 
world 


The decibel count often attracted public 
attention. But why not? What president (or 
what nation) would be well-served by a cluster 
of yes-men and -women, working solidly as 4 
team but not sure where it wants to go” 


In fact, that sense of direction, that final 
shaping of a thing cailed “policy” out of 
competing and sometimes shrill voices, can 
come only from the president himself. No one 
can be “vicar” unless there is a basis of 
theology — or in this case a clear world view — 
from which to derive authority, If that is 
lacking in the White House (and this is not the 
first time), then someone else must help the 
president find his way. This is clearly the top 
assignment for the new secretary of state. 
Perhaps here is how George Shultz can best do 
the nation service: by using his friendship with 
the president and the foreign policy talents 
available in the United States to play Aristotle 
to Reagan's Alexander in a way that Haig tried 
but failed to do.

Because of the “excesses” of Reagan's first 
vear, Caddell echoed, November “will see the 
return of party voting by traditional Demo- 
rats,” setting the stage for a party victory 
Such tried and true issues as unemployment. 
Social Security and the haves vs the have-nots 
will work for the Democrats—along with the 
growing distaste the polls show women feel for 
Reagan's policies 

To all of which, Reagan and his political 
yperatives say: Not so fast 


Richard N. Bond, the deputy chairman and 
campaign director of the Republican National 
Committee, concedes that its pollster, Robert 
Teeter, also has found that “traditional 
Democrats are hardening up in their voting 
intention earlier than usual. That is a matter of 
concern,” 

It explains why Democrats showed a 53-38 
lead in the June Gallup poll for Congress. 
suggesting a likely 15-20 seat gain in the House. 

Nonetheless, Bond is prepared to make the 
on-the-record prediction that the Republicans 
will fight the Democrats to a standoff in House 
elections and gain two to five seats in the 
Senate If they do that well, it would rank 
among the best showings for the party in power 
in the last 50 years. 

Why the optimism? One reason is that Bond 
expects a low voter turnout in 
November—perhaps even below the 35 percent 
turnout in 1978. That would cut back the 
apps it Democratic margin in surveys of all 
registered voters. 

Second, he believes—along with many 
others—that the GOP edge in money and 
organization will make the difference in a 
significant number of very close races 

But his main contention is that forecasts of a 
certain Republican defeat mistakenly ignore 
the ability of the incumbent President to 
change the political environment by his words 
and actions. In short, they miss the Reagan 
factor 

Some question that influence. Opinion Out- 
look newsletter, a nonpartisan survey of polls, 
said in its latest issue that “‘at the moment, 
Reagan is a net loss for Republicans, with 67 
percent of the roughtly half (the voters) who 
approve of his job performance planning to 
vote GOP and 80 percent of the half who 
disapprove planning to vote Democratic." 

But Bond's view—supported by several 
recent polls—is that Reagan, like the economy, 
has “bottomed out” and may even be on a mild 
upturn. 

And when he spoke, early last week, he 
clearly knew that Reagan was about to launch 
a political offensive, not through overt parti- 
sanship, but by using the presidency to convey 
the GOP message 

One day, Reagan was sending off the top 
American negotiator to the strategic arms 
reduction talks in Geneva. Another day, he was 
signing the Voting Rights Act in the presence of 
the nation’s black leaders. Then he was telling 
a prime-time news conference audience that 
the next day would be “the beginning of 
brighter days,” because all of them would be 
getting a 10 percent income-tax cut and/or a7.4 
percent Social Security boost. He took the 
occasion, too, to offer his solace to the losers in 
the BRA battle and to identify himself with the 
cause of equal rights for women and civil rights 
for blacks. Today (Sunday), on the most 
patriotic of national holidays, he is scheduled to 
welcome home the latest Americans to carry 
the stars and stripes into outer space 

That's not a bad week's work. It touched a lot 
of big constituencies, including those the 
Democrats are counting on for victory 

There will be more such “presidential 
campaigning” in coming weeks, all of it to be 
amplified by the Republican advertising blitz 
This week, for example, in many markets there 
will be ads plugging the tax cut and higher 
Social Security payments. 

As a grand climax to this presidential 
strategy, Republicans hope that in early 
October, just when the Democrats are trying to 
portray Reagan's domestic record as a dismal 
failure, he will be sitting down somewhere with 
Soviet President Leonid Brezhnev to discuss 
the future of the world 

And then, they say, he'll come down from the 
summit to campaign. 

It may be that the Democrats are right in 
saying that Reagan cannot budge this election 
from its appointed path. But he is clearly ready 
to try And the Democrats have made a 
mistake in underestimating him before

It sure would; and that is why, Gentle 
Reader, you continue to be subjected to a 
personal income tax that is widely evaded and 
vided, grossly inequitable, costly to pay and 
collect, impossibly complex, wasteful of talent 
and treasure, socially demoralizing and harm: 
ful to the economy 


More than any other the political 
power of “non-profits — colleges and univer 
sities, hospitals, voluntary charitable agencies.

reform. 


That Harvard, the Massachusetts General 
Hospital and the Roman Catholic Church share 
an interest in preserving the status quo with

The income tax punishes workers and savers 
to reward freeloaders and borrowers, This 
“disgrace to the human race,’ as Jimmy 
Carter called it, persists because large num 
bers of very powerful people have learned to 
live with it and turn it to their advantage 


It takes a certain amount of sophistication to 
know that the corporate income tax rewards 
managers and executives at the expense of 
stockholders, employees and consumers; but 
of course, it does. Demagogues want to raise its 
rate Instead. it ought to be repealed, 


No dark conspiracy preserves the status quo 
Instead, a convergence of separate interests 
erects so-far impenetrable obstacles to any 
attempt to enact a simple, fair, understandable 
system 


Such a system would exempt the categorical 
poor, retain personal and dependency exemp. 
tions and otherwise tax all income, from 
whatever source, at the same rate 


Various schemes for doing this are afloat All 
contain the elements just mentioned. The right 
objects because its more influential elements 
not only escape severe harm under the existing 
system but frequently benefit. The left objects 
because high-income workers woud pay less 
than they now do. 


Meanwhile, legal avoidance and criminal 
evasion continue to take their demoralizing 
toll. Tax preparers, subsidized by deduction. 
annually win more clients. Confidence in the 
integrity of government and society itself 
continues to ebb 


Thursday's 10 percent tax-rate cut is a tiny 
bandage on a gaping wound. President Reagan 
has succeeded in reducing the rate of increase 
but he has not even attempted to address 
fundamental problems of inadequacy, inequi 
ty, complexity, avoidance and evasion 

Taxation seems to be an area in which 
Reagan feels confident and comfortable De 
signing a politically feasible flat-rate tax 
reform to cope with the deficit problem ought 
to be well within the capabilities of his 
advisers 


To premit the raising of public revenues to 
persist as a destabilizing element in a 
demoralized society is an odd way to preserve 
national security

Today 
we find ourselves with far more news prog. 
rams than any one person could possibly deal 
with. While I realize that no one person could or 
would watch all the shows, 1 do believe that 
what we have today is an enormous news 
overkill It seems that now the entertainment 
portions of the TV schedule are only there to fill 
the time between newscasts, and it used to be 
the other way around 


More and more competition between the 
stations is helping to create a new, razzle- 
dazzle style of TV journalism. There is a new 
sense of theatrics that we have not seen until 


ooking for help right now. 


recently. Today. age and looks are of major 
mportance, the news “sets” are elaborate and 
the electronics impressive. Most stations have 
their own helicopters. complicated weather 
equipment, and live mini-cameras. Everything 
at one station is touted as superior to the 
‘ompetition because it is more current, more 
in-depth, and more exclusive. In order to keep 
pace, every format change is met and bettered 
every piece of new equipment matched, and 
personnel carefully chosen 


This razzie-dazzle also carries over into 
advertising. Today there are commercials. 
billboards, newspaper and magazine ads for 
news. The news people themselves become 
local celebrities with many commercials 
giving a critique of their lives both at work and 
at home. Their pictures are in ads everywhere 
It is supposed that because of this familiarity 
we will feel obligated to watch our “friends.” 
And it works. 


One of the things that bothers me most of all 
is the media's blatant exploitation of my desire 
to stay informed. The right to a free press is 
very important to me and I have, up to now 
believed that the people directly responsible 
for the use of that free press were doing their 
damndest to protect that right for me by using 
it responsibly, | am not too sure of their 
mmitment or integrity anymore. | am 
terribly afraid that ratings for the station and 
personal ego boosts are taking the place of 
impartiality and the people's right to unembel- 
lished news. 


Today's newscasts seem to be leaning more 
and more toward sensationalism. The most 
prominent feature of this newer and more 
sophisticated sensationalism is the use of 

exclusives.” It seems there is no prize greater 
for the TV journalist and their station than a 
secret and sensational exclusive. While an 
clusive story can be a story presented so it 
still holds to the principles of good journalism 
it seems that lately the boundaries between 
getting the facts and prying, telling and 
capitalizing, examining and sensationalizing, 
are being crossed more and more. 


The mere content of any story is not the only 
factor that must be considered in the delivery 
of that story. The manner in which it is 
reported has as much effect as the content 
Considering the volatile and emotional nature 
of today's news in our own country and around 
the world, caution should be used by the media 
What we need today is a reliable, careful media 
comprised of responsible journalists who deal 
with information for knowledge rather than 
sensationalism and impact, so we can return to 
news reported in an unbiased, unemotic and 
personally detached manner

_ What Happens When Newspapers Die 


Boston Globe 

The people who made “Lou Grant” tor 
television decided not to write a final chapter 
for the once-popular series that tried to 
entertain by showing how a big city newspaper 
should work 

Writers of the cnaceled show won't have the 
chance to show the 62 million people who buy a 
newspaper every day what happens when a 
paper dies 


There is no shortage of case studies for the 
expiring newspaper. In 11 months we've lost 
the Washington Star, the New York Daily News 
evening edition Tonight. the Philadelphia 
Bulletin, the Des Moines Tribune (folded into 
its sister Register) and the Cleveland Press. 


The Bulletin. once the nation’s largest 
sfternoon paper and at the time of its death the 
nation’s fourth-largest PM. expired while 
selling only 20,000 papers per weekday less 
than the Inquirer, which had three times the 
sdvertising 


Twenty-nine American cities currently have 


ompetitive dailies, and the “Lou Grant" 
creators could have written a script for the 
inticipated closing of a lot of those losing 


sround 

Mrs. Pynchon could say what publisher N_S 
Hayden said when his Bulletin died. It was “a 
dinosaur. but people don't understand the 
results of killing it, The community loses 
another voice and perspective. Competition 
fuels editors and reporters. and that is lost 
Advertisers lose because there is not the 
competitive force to keep rates in Line 

Not even victors feel good when a rival paper 
yes under Gene Roberts. who built the 
nquirer into an impressive enterprise, said the 
Bulletin's demise left Inquirer people “empty 
ind saddened 


Three s uge. the American Society of 
sr Fditurs took ast which toll 
s, 


them “there is a serious gap between readers 
and editors.” Readers numbed by the informa- 
tion explosion said there is just too much to 
comprehend, they want their papers to be 
more caring, more warmly human, less 
anonymous.” They wanted more personal 
journaiicm. more upbeat. positive news, less 
crime and, presumably, more heroes, They 
sounded like they wanted a warm and cuddly 
friend. net what one reader called “a big 
information supermarket.” 


There was this prize comment from one 
woman reader: “Newspapers are written for 
people who are more interested in others, and! 
am more interested in myself.” Right, lady 


The days when those who put out a paper 
could take shelter under the admonition to 
‘comfort the afflicted and afflict the comforta 
ble are gone. Many readers want their hand 
held, and if their newspaper won't comfort 
them, they'll jellify their brain cells in front of 
the tube. You don't have to read television, you 
kind of stare at it, and the commercials pound 
your sense of discrimination into submission 
You have to engage a newspaper; you just 
surrender to the box 


As the radio commercials for radio advertis. 
ing brag, broadcasters don't let you turn the 
page till they say when. That's exactly the 
point. Readers decide what to read, listeners 
can't decide what to hear. or watchers what to 
watch. They are captives. their minds are in 
fockstep, leading to mental tuneout and 
eventually coma. What works for soap powder 
ean work for we have learned to our 
nue

Will County Demos Cross Over

A midyear assessment of the politi. 
cal scene finds Utahns — particularly 
Salt Lakers — facing one of the most 
checkered, limited partisan primary 
elections ina long time. 


Even before the summer political 
nominating conventions are finished, 
it's clear the state’s Sept 14 open 
primary will represent little more than 
a blip on the political cardiogram in 
Salt Lake County 


Searching back 20 years, one cannot 
find a time when there wasn’t at least 
one countywide partisan primary for 
Democrats at the state office, congres. 
sional or county government level. 


Republican Ballots 


There is none for Democrats this 
year, raising the specter of droves of 
Democrats — looking for action — 
crossing over and picking up Republi. 
can ballots to help choose GOP oppo- 
nents — for better or worse 


There is no political party registra- 
tion in Utah's open primary so voters 
are free to ballot for any party's

The Republican primary ballot in 
Salt Lake County, on the other hand, 
will offer at least a countywide race for 
the county attorney nomination be- 
tween the incumbent, Ted Cannon, and 
the former attorney general.

In just 10 years — from 1958 through

houses sprung up nationally that pro 
duced (along with a host of other 
franchised businesses) an annual $160 
million volume. 


But then, alas, the roof caved in 
Overexpansion caught up with th 
company (which at one point was in 17 
different businesses), earnings col 
lapsed. and in the early the

Merger Study Extended 


PITTSBURGH (AP) — The Federal 
Trade Commission requested addition 
al information Friday from Gulf Oil 
Corp. and Cities Service Co. on their 
merger plan, as the agency extended its 
review of possible antitrust problems in 
Gulf’s $5 billion offer for the smaller oi! 
company, Gulf said 


The FTC's request delayed the prop- 
osed merger for 10 days from the date 
Gulf and Cities Service supply the 
information. If the agency takes no 
action within that 10-day period, it will 
effectively be clearing the proposed 
transaction 


Both Gulf and Cities Service said they 
would supply the supplemental infor: 
mation as soon as possible 

90 Percent Tendered 


Gulf also announced Friday that 
about 90 percent of the outstanding 
Cities Service shares had been tendered 
by midnight Thursday 

That was the deadline for Cities 
Service shareholders to be assured that 
all their stock would be purchased by 


Gulf unless more shares were tendered 
than Gulf is willing to buy under the 
cash portion of its offer 


Since king only 51 percent 
of Cities s Shares for cash, Gulf 
will pay $63 apiece in cash for only a 
portion of the shares tendered. The 
remaining shares will be swapped for 
Guill securities worth $63 apiece. 

$5 Billion Deal 

The value of the deal, at approxi 
mately $5 billion, would make it the 
third-largest corporate takeover in U.S 
history, eclipsed only by Du Pont Co.'s 
$7.8 billion buyout of Conoco Ine. last

You might feel sorry for all those 
stockholders who were butchered in the 
wake of the International Industries 
debacle (the company subsequently 
went private in '76). But you won't have 
to pass the hat around for Lapin. At 54, 
he boasts a respectable personal nt 
worth of about $5 million, drives arou id 
in a snazzy Rolls-Royce and pulls down 
0 a year as the chief executive of 
4 new publicly owned company 
Quickprint of America 

‘The Los Angeles-based company was 
incorporated in April of ‘Sl; it went 
public in August for the express 
purpose of ra money to acquire 
Quickprint, Inc., a 15-year-old Toledo. 
Ohio-based franchiser of 399 inexpen 
sive, while-you-wait photo offset print 
ing shops operating under the name Big 
Red Q Quickprint Centers. The public 
offering, a package of stock and 
warrants at $5 a share, raised $7.5 
million — about $5.5 million of which 
was used to acquire Quickprint 

At press time, the stock — an 
underwriting effort by the now defunct 
John Muir & Co. — was trading over the 
counter at around $2.50. 

I'm using presses instead of grid: 
dies and I'm out to prove I can do it 
again,” says Lapin, who vows “we'll be 
the McDonald's of the printing business 
someday.” 


If nothing else, Lapin is off to a 
running start. The company, with 
units as of the end of the June 30 fiscal 
"$l years, has swelled the figure to 498 
print shops as fiscal "63 gets under way 


Lapin figures the company earned 
about $200,000 to $250,000, or 8 to 10 
cents a share, in fiscal '82 on revenues 
to the parent company of around $10 
million. 


ith plans for another 120 shops in 
fiscal '83, Lapin expects Quickprint to 
earn between $850,000 and $1 million or 
40 to 50 cents a share this year on 
company-generated revenues of $14 
million to $15 million 

Anyone can boast about becoming the 
McDonald's of an industry, But in the 
case of the printing business, there are 
a couple of competitors that are bigger 
than Quickprint. One is Postal Instant 
Press, a publicly owned company with 
about 700 units; the other, Quick Copy 
a private company with about 550 
shops. 

Apparently, his getting burnt in the 
pancake business hasn't prompted 
Lapin to shed any of his cockiness. He 


tells me he’s met the heads of both rival 
companies and concludes “they haven't 
got the verve or the imagination to truly 
be a national force.” Citing what he 
calls their printing mentality, Lapin 
says “they both lack the get-up-and-go 
to really make it big 

Vowing he won't be happy “until we 
own one more store than everybody 
else,” Lapin — in pursuit of this goal — 
plans an accelerated opening of 15 print 
shops a month starting in fi "84. And 
by fiscal '86, he predicts, there'll be 
1,000 Big Red Q’s across the country 


By Lapin’s calculations, that would 
represent total franchising volume of 
around $200 million. Translated to 
Quickprint’s bottom line. that’s about 
$35 million in revenues to the parent, on 
which it should earn about $2.25 a 
share, he says 


“L think you're looking at a $25 stock, 
based on a 10-15 price-earnings mul 
tiple,” says Lapin 

Obviously, that'd be great for him; he 
owns 500,000 of the roughly 2.1 million 
Quickprint shares and has options on 
another 300,000 shares at $, contingent 
on certain profit goals. 


One gnawing question: Why in the 
world should a business as prosaic and 
non-exciting as printing be worth an 
above-average 10-15 multiple in this 
kind of poor market environment? 


Because of the big growth, Lapin 
fired back. He notes, for example, a 
forecast by the independent research 
firm of Frost & Sullivan that the instant 
printing business — that's things like 
letterheads, business cards, note pads 
and flyers — should explode to $4.3 
billion in revenues by '85; that’s nearly 
double the $2.4 billion volume in “80. 


Further, Lapin points to the relative- 
ly low cost of the franchise — $35,000, of 
which the down payment is $15,000. And 
with a staff of three, an instant print 
shop should do about $150,000 in sales 
and bring down to the bottom line about 
20 percent or $30,000 pre-tax, he says.

Butte Pays for Its Existence 


With Lost Anaconda Jobs 


By Jim Robbins 
New York Times Writer 

BUTTE, Mont. — The business district of Butte, a 
city that was once scheduled to be devoured by the 
world’s largest open-pit copper mine, now sits on the 
edge of that pit, granted a reprieve for which it must 
pay dearly in lost jobs. 

A fifth of the city of 5.5 square miles disappeared 
as the 2,200-footeep Berkeley Pit expanded. The 
entire small suburban districts of Meaderville and 
McQueen were swallowed as the Anaconda Co. 
expanded its search for copper in what it calls the 
“richest hill on earth.” 

But the rest of Butte was spared when Anaconda 
began withdrawing from the city and more than a 
month ago closed the Berkely Pit 

The cost of Butte’s physical survival will be the 
loss of hundreds of well-paying jobs and the main 
part of its tax base. Still, there are many who are 
relieved that this company town will finally be free of 
the company. The sooner Anaconda is gone, they say 
the sooner they can start rebuilding the economy 

Eminent Domain 

For nearly 100 years after its founding in 1880, the 
Anaconda Co. virtually ruled Montana. Granted the 
right of eminent domain by the Legislature, the 
company expanded and bought land when and where 
it pleased. 

The slump in the metals industry has now halted 
Anaconda’s expansion here and although there are 
people in Butte who are glad to see it end, others view 
the company's withdrawal as another blow to a dying 
city 

At the turn of the century, Butte was one of the 
largest cities in the West, with a population of about 
80,000. Today it is a national historic landmark with a 
population of only 35,000. 

However, the historic buildings in uptown Butte 
as the business district is known, have fallen into 
disrepair, and vacant lots are interspersed among 
them. “Bombed out” is a term often used to describe 
the town. 

Unemployment Soars 

Some businesses have moved out into the flats, the 
valley beyond the city limits, while others have 
closed. Unemployment rose to 13.3 percent early this 
year from 7.4 percent in early 1981 

The city has embarked on an ambitious program 
to try to restore the historic uptown area. The 
program is being financed with money from growth 
in tax revenues created by the redevelopment. This 
year $150,000 was available for the project 

According to the director of the program, Janet 
Cornish, the revitalization effort has attraced about

“It's not like some towns where they have a 
quaint restored mining district.” 

The story of the Anaconda Co., which is the story 
of Butte, began in 1880 when Marcus Daly, an Irish 
immigrant, bought the Anaconda silver mine from a 
Civil War veteran. The copper deposits in the mine 
proved much richer, and Montana's copper industry 
was born. Over the next 100 years 18 billion pounds of 
copper were taken from the hill 

Butte Booms 

With the development and use of electricity and an 
unprecedented need for copper wire expanding the 
copper market, Butte became a boom town. Two 
more wealthy investors, William A. Clark and F 
Augustus Heinze, came to Montana and entered the 
mining business 

The holdings of those two men and Daly spread 
throghout the state as they purchased timber. 
ranches, railroads, farmland, hotels, commercial 
buildings and newspapers. Until 1959 Anaconda 
owned five of the state's six daily newspapers 
including The Montana Standard in Butte 

There were sometimes as many as 20,000 workers 
in the 150 mines that honeycomb the hill beneath 
Butte 


The Berkely Pit opened in 1955. when Anaconda 
decided underground mining was no longer econom- 
ical 

Now Anaconda’s withdrawal has led to a proposal 
called the Community Stabilization Act that organiz- 
ers are trying to qualify for the ballot this fall 

Notice of Closure 


The proposed voter initiative would require 
businesses employing more than 50 people to give a 
year's notice of any closures and pay severance of up 
to a year's wages. In contrast, the 270 workers laid off 
at the Berkeley Pit were given one week's notice 
Anaconda says it paid them severance, but less than 
the initiative would require About 800 Anaconda 
employees remain. 

“Plant closures like this cause a lot of human 
suffering that doesn't need to be," said Bob 
McCarthy, who organized the proposed initiative 
“Incidents of suicide and domestic violence go up 
More humane ways of closing industries are sorely 
needed.”

He cites the final paragraph of the jury's report 
which states the new city manager and building 
vfficial have done a commendable job of correcting 
many of the abuses that existed prior to their

Says Those Figures Incorrect 


Mr. Ivie says those figures are incorrect. “The 
figures used are not defendable in the ordinance and 
at the time the figures were generated there's 
certainly a great degree of disparity potential 
between what was in fact on the permit and what 
actual ¢osts are and there could be today. The 
difficulty arises in who's right... you need to develop 
equity in a fee system where in fact people do pay the 
same fee for the same kind of building. I think that's 
what we've done so to the extent [ believe the report 
is not supportable. I agree with the report's 
conclusion, T agree with generally the format of it but 
! believe most of this information, in fact all of it, was 
generally available though the county attorney's 
stigation. | therefore believe the total expendi 
ture of this thing was not necessary."" 

‘The jury's report also stated that a large portion of 
the monies lost the city remain unpaid even though 
some projects were recomputed in 1981, The jury said 
they were incertain as to the actual amount 
collected due to the adjustment.” 


Mr. Ivie says he not only disagrees with the 
report's figures but he says a large portion of the 
owed monies have been collected. “We have gone 
back on those projects that in our judgment the 
money was recoupable on and have recouped it. We 
have collected somewhere around $%),000 of back 
payment money for fee processes that were not paid 
at the time I first came to work here. But you're not 
going to go back to a permit that was issued in 1976 
at's been through five different owners and try to 
recoup $50. You just can't do it."’ 

He says the city did lose a iarge amount of money 
but he says steps have been taken so that it cannot 
happen again. Mr. Ivie says the city ordinances have 
heen amended to provide for uniform fee collection 
making the entire process auditable. By straighten. 
ing out the city's record keeping and reorganizing its 
permit requirements Mr. Ivie said his department 

improved the city’s revenue picture by about 
$130,000 in 1981." 
Explains Waiver Process 
Ip addition. Mr. Ivie said no one other than the 
y Council can waive fees which eliminates the 
possibility of the city manager or any other building 
official benefiting from the fee process. 

Other city officials were not as critical of the 
jury's findings. City Manager Arlene Loble said she 
was “pleased and relieved that after looking into 
what's been happening here during the last two years 
= the Grand Jury came to the conclusion that we've 
+ done a good job of cleaning up Park City and that 
> we've got a competitive city staff here.” 

Mayor Jack Green said he's happy the investiga- 
tion is over. “The cloud has been disspelled and we

think the actual investigation helped Park City but he

‘The report still leaves the problem of illegal drugs 
in Park City which the jury said “exists primarily in 
the form of cocaine."

“In almost every sportswriter’s 
experience, virtually every coach 
wants cheerleaders in the press box 
Many expect them. There, really, is no 
confusion in the essence of coach-press 
relationship. It is political, like any 
other 


“Personal friendship is an imposition 
on the writer, lack of responsibility by 
the reporter is equally unfair to the 
coach. 

‘If the coach is open and honest and 
the press is fair and accountable, the 
ionship must eventually become 
adversary. Not hostile. That adversary 
relationship would deem the ideal. But 
few coaches or reporters are willing. 
much less eager, to work together 
toward it 
“The parties should make a pact 
Writers will practice responsibility if 
coaches will attempt to define and 
understand the benefits of the adver- 
sary system."

A reporter owes his first allegiance to 
his readers and his newspaper, not to 
the coaches and athletes he writes 
about in his stories

That is one reason I rarely socialize 
with coaches and their families. Ours is 
a business relationship and someday 1 
know I may have to fill my obligation to 
the readers and write something which 
my friends, the coach and his wife, will 
not like 

Many years ago, a coach called to 
register a minor complaint, that I never 
stopped by the dressing room after the 
game 

“When ——— reported our games, 
we always talked it over after the 
game," he prompted. 

In other words, the coach wanted his 
story printed in the paper, the way he 
saw the game, 

I replied, “Coach, the boss hires me 
to write the game as I see it, not as you 
see it.” 


Another coach once chided, “Some of 
the other reporters covering other 
sehools give better cooperation to the 
coach. I wish I could get you to see it my 
way in the paper like they do.”’ 

Again, “Coach, I like to think the old 
brain is a computer. You can feed 
anything you want into it and I will 
listen, bui I am the judge over what 
comes out and is printed in the paper.” 


There was the time a coach of one of 
the universities in the state was fired 
and I was working on the story. The 
head of the athletic council tried to kill 
the story, telling me it was a lie, that it 
was not that way, and he threatened 
finally, “If you print that lie, I'll have 
you fired tomorrow morning.” 


I shouted back, “Sir, I am printing 
the story because I am positive it's 
true, and if i isn't, I will be called on 
the carpet by the publisher before you 
can call him tomorrow.” 

The story was true, and the coach had 
been fired, but this man, a rather 
powerful man in the state, had called 
me a liar, a cheat and a dishonest 
reporter 


Because a reporter works ¢’osely 
WITH (not FOR) a coach or a university 
or pro team, the establishment feels the 
reporter must see it “our way."

Sleuthing recovers rare book

Father Coughlin, who went on the 
newfangled radio in Detroit in 1926 
simply to seek funds for his new and 
struggling parish in Royal Oaks, Mich., 
was at the peak of his success being 
heard by an estimated 40 million people 
coast to coast — an astonishing figure 
in a total population only half its 
present size — and receiving more mail 
than anyone else in the country. The 
National League for Social Justice, an 
outgrowth of his Radio League of the 
Little Flower, seemed destined to be an 
alternative third force in American 
politics. 

The priest and the politician eyed 
each other politely but warily; what 
seemed to give them common cause 
was that each preached against the 
concentration of wealth and the loss of 
individual economic opportunity 
and, increasingly, both men spoke out 
against Franklin Roosevelt 

(“Roosevelt or Ruin” and “The New 
Deal Is Christ's Deal,” Father Coughlin 
had once said; later it was “ Roosevelt 
and Ruin.”’) 


Fatal Mistake 

Their fatal mistake, Brinkley says — 
beyond the fragility of their organiza. 
tions and the unworkable contradic 
tions in their ideas — was that they 
hopelessly underestimated the continu. 
ing appeal of FDR, as became evident 
in the 1936 presidential election 

Father Coughlin's radio sermons 
thereafter grew increasingly anti 
Semitic as well as anti-Communist 
anti-FDR, pro-isolationist and, how 
ever tentatively, admiring of Hitler and 
Mussolini 


Brinkley as “the urge to defend the 
autonomy of the individual and the 
independence of the community against 
encroachments of the modern industri 
al state for a society in which the 
individual retained control of his own 
life and livelihood; in which power 
resided in visible, accessible institu 
tions: in which wealth was equitable (if 
not necessarily equally shared) 


It does not sound an unfamiliar 
rallying ery, even now. One of the 
historical ironies is that both men saw 
they could only achieve their ends of 
smallness with bigness, so to speak — i 
benevolent big government taking tight 
control of the wicked bankers and 
making the world safe for the small 
merchant 


But theirs was a war, angry but 
wistful, against economic trends that 
went back a ceatury. “The battle 
against centralized wealth and power 
continued in the Great Depression: but 
the war, the outcome of the Long and 
Coughlin movements suggests, was 
already lost." 


Echoes Loudly 


Its echoes, startlingly loud, carry on 
into the present, however, with the 
concentration of power in government a 
battle ery from both left and right 
from the left on the encroachments on 
individual liberties, from the right on 
the encroachments on laissez-faire 
capitalism.

Ogden and Logan came on 
strong with entries and win- 
ners at the Eccles Art Center.

First prize went to a dyed fabric, “Underwater

artist. It was one of two pieces by the artist that 
scored high in the judging. 

Ogden claimed ranking in the winner's circle with 
an oil portrait, “Rick,” by Alice Taylor, It teems with 
energy and freshness.

Bountiful/Davis Art Center 
My impression of the Watercolor Society's 8th 
annual juried show after several visits is that 
watercolorists are intensely serious about water- 
color. There is a striving for effective control of a 
medium that usually smiles when the artist doesn't 
get uptight 


This is not to suggest casual control — quite the 
opposite. It is a medium that calls for precise 
management and for virtuosity as well. Style, 
pictorial control, and brush techniques are usually 
problems of how to do, not necessarily how to say. 


I remember discussions with Doug Snow apropos 
the special mystique of watercolor painting. Doug, 
who is a facile watercolorist himself, discounts the 
isolation of one painting technique from another. 
ich entertains the basic problems of design, 
drawing, color, ete. 


if there is any nimbus hovering over watercolor 


painting, it has to refer to its spontaneity, versatility 
and sense of immediacy. Conversely, it is also 
possible to arrive at statements that are indecisive 
lack confidence, are reticent, confused, tired or 
turgid. 

It is not necessarily indicative of the 8th Annual to 
observe that much watercolor today strives for 
pictorial representation — such illustrative skill 
requires considerable time and energy 

Expressive Freedom 

Homer worked at the business of illustration until 
he was able to command an expressive freedom that 
distinguished his great Carribean series. Sargent put 
to good use the skills he had mastered through 
careful rendering techniques. 


It is a long trail that may, with proper skills, 
cherish an extended imagery. It is a poetic medium, 
open to innovation and imagination, neither of which 
should be overlooked in an arduous effort to control 
what seems at times to be a fickle medium. 


Pilar Smith's autumn study has considerable 
enthusiasm with an invitation to follow movements 
progressively throughout the design, Norma Fors 
berg's landscape has deliberate and careful phras 
ing, but color and rendering are fairly tenuous 
Robert Barrett's forest motif is deep in tone with 
carefully modulated passages 

Recital of Wares 

Evelyn Yamaguchi's crisp recital of waves and 
sky in a marine study is lively. The fabric detail on 
Rose Ann Peterson's figure is succinctly stated. but 
other areas are fairly dispirited. 


John Wood's “Rainsweet" is pungent and direct 
A cheery group on the same wall entertains Woody 


Renzetti's “Letting Go of a Bright Idea” — as 
pungent as its title; Madeline Harvey's “Flowers,” 
an imaginative statement; Marah F. Rohovit's 


“Return of The Hummingbirds,’ bold in color and 
technique; Linda Adams Kesler's “Jeu De Pomme,” 
of fresh pastel quality; a delicate abstract rendering 
of floral forms by L.A. Mehmert; clean color in a 
patio study by Nancy Tikker — all helping to make 
that section of the exhibit interesting. 

Homer Clark's ‘Orchestra’ 

A suggestion of an orchestral performance 
flourishes in Homer Clark's “Orchestra.” A 
lively energy comes from broken color and suggested 
movements. Negative spaces near the feet of the 
string section seem casual and less interesting. Jan 
Burke's delightful fantasies of canyon forms seem 
unrelated to the tense horizontal line that passes 
through the upper part of the design. 

The sky in Craig Bybee's landscape is moving, full 
of animation and perhaps would be more effective if 
detail in the slim marginal foreground had been 
subordinated in a simple band of contrasting tone

Mr. Jensen said though there is that element of 
justice at all cost in this play, there is “a soft, human 
element that exists,"’ most notably in the roles of the 
women 

“Doll Tearsheet is a bawdy, wonderful companion 
for Falstaff. She helps bring out a certain humanity 
in him and she truly loves him. She does remind him 
that he is getting old and it is a fact that he is going to 
war. She also tells him that no one will really care if 
he’s seen again, However, she is heartbroken when 
he leaves. 


“There is also one scene with Hotspur's widow 
that is invaluable, because it gives us a feminine 
point of view about what's going on at home, The men 
go out and fight and kill, and yet what about back 
home? Lady Mortimer provided a sense of that for us 
last year. Now it's Lady Northumberland who gives 
us a bit of softness in the best sense of the word, in 
contrast to a country embroiled in rebellion.” 


For this 2lst season, James Horton returns to 
portray Hal, the role he created last summer at the 
festival, He views Part II as a play about death and 
resurrection. ‘The young man of Part I was not fully 
capable of dealing with what came along in life. He 
was capable of understanding but did not have the 
strength or desire to reform yet. He was, however 
calculating about what he had in store and he did 
study people. 


“T tried in Part I to portray him as someone who 
had room to grow. In Part I, he comes back from 
war and life is changed home is different. His 
first scene at the tavern reveals that he doesn't fit 
there any more and so he goes off to see his father, 
the king. His loyalty lies with his family. There is one 
particular speech where we see him as King Henry I 
4 much older man and one who is determined that 
things are going to be bett 

As for the man who has the responsiblity of 
bringing the humor and much of the charm to the 
play, Gary Armagnac looks forward to being 
Falstaff. Alex Henteloff, last year's Falstaff, was 
unable to return due to an acting schedule conflict

Jensen, obviously pleased with his new 


Falstaff, said, “I have to do more work this year - 


because Gary didn’t know the basis we are coming 
from — the comedy is broader in Part II and it also 
has those serious moments. Falstaff is not as cuddly 
and I think the play has more realistic touches than 
Part 1. We more often see both sides of the coin in this 
second play 

Mr. Armagnac comes to the festival following the 
role of Peter in Broadway's “A Taste of Honey,” with 
Amanda Plummer, roles in “Taranova’’ and 
“Artichoke” at Stage West in Springfield, Mass, and 
performances of Macbeth and Shylock for the 
Sherwood Shakespeare Festival in California 


He views Falstaff as representative of the imp in 
all of us and sees the difference of Part Land Part II 
largely stemming from the fact that Hal and Falstaff 
are seldom together in the second play 


We see Falstaff on his own, see a different side. A 
lot of the humor he now has comes from his pain. He 
was avoiding life previously, now he's forced to look 
at it, He's much older and more run down, but he's 
only old in judgment and understanding. He still has 
u tremendous amount of charm. He's a great punster 
and makes fun constantly, I think I have a lot of that 
in me also. If | had to audiution for the role, I would 
have drawn on that side of me 


Though neither comedy nor tragedy, “Henry 1V 
Part II" does end happily. The young king lets it be 
known that Falstaff will be financially cared for and 
the epilogue hints that we will see Sir John again 
"There is a sense of hope for England as the formerly 
irresponsible Prince Hal reveals himself to be a man 
of honor and justice, a man who quite possibly will fit 
the role of England's ideal king 

Henry IV, Part II” will be presented on 
Wednesdays and Saturdays, following the July 17 
opening, continuing through July 28. Curtain is 8:30

Sometimes the boy can't wait to get off the farm 
and the man can't wait to get back. 

‘There will be lots of boys — and girls — “back on 
the farm” Thursday as Wheeler Historic Farm holds 
its annual Huck Finn Day. Children 11 and under can 
fish all morning, compete for prizes dressed as Huck 
and Becky and enjoy a watermelon bust. The event 
will be from 9 a.m. to noon at the farm, 6351 S. 9th 
East 

Numerous Visitors 


The 75-acre Wheeler farm enables a lot of people 
to “get back.” Nearly 500 visitors come each day to 
participate in farm activities that actually took place 
in the Wheeler farm era. 

“My mother used to tease me about going to 
school, getting a doctorate and winding up ‘back on 
the farm,’ "’ says A. Glen Humpherys, Ph.D., curator 
of Wheeler Historic Farm. 

‘But my father, now in his %s, still enjoys visiting 
here. He's able to identify the somewhat mysterious 
farm equipment as things he saw used or used 
himself on his own farm in the Bear River area. 

“The climate in Salt Lake County is much better.” 

Farm Offers Activities 

Visitors to Wheeler farm are invited to participate 
in such farm activities as feeding chickens, hogs, 
horses, cows, ducks and geese. 

People may go through the house, root cellar, 
granary, woodshed, garage, milk house and shop. 
They also can see demonstrations of butter churning 
and blacksmithing (“I'm a pretty good smith,” says 
Dr. Humpherys) and see a display of farm 
equipment 

Young visitors can climb in the tree house and 
everyone can picnic, fish, ride the horse-drawn 
wagon or sit in the shade and visit. 

Restoration of the farm began in 1974 as a 
bicentennial project of the Junior League of Salt Lake 
City, Inc., in cooperation with Salt Lake County. Dr. 
Humpherys joined the project as curator, research 
historian and administrator in 1976. 

“My field is history and museum work,’ Dr. 
Humpherys said. ‘This particular era is a favorite. It 
was exciting for farming. In fact, the decade of 1900 
to 1910 was a wonderful time for farmers — it was the

Their connection is a continuation of the merging 
of their own separate interests.

Psychological stress is big risk factor

TORONTO — The big: 
gest risk factor for sud- 
den death from a heart 
attack may be psycholog- 
ical stress, according toa 
United States heart 
expert. 

Numerous studies with 
both humans and ani- 
mals indicate that stress 
can trigger life- 
threatening irregular 


heartbeats that can 
cause ventricular fibril- 
lation and death, said Dr. 
Bernard Lown, professor 
of cardiology at the Har- 
vard University School of 
Public Health. 

In ventricular fibrilla- 
tion the heart muscles 
receive an overload of 
electrical stimulation. 

The heart beats wildly 
but is unable to pump 
blood, resulting, in the 
deagh of the victim. Sud- 


den death is the most 
common form of heart 
attack death. 


Reporting at the 135th 
meeting of the American 
Psychiatric Association, 
Lown said that despite 
the evidence linking 
stress to sudden death, 
the medical community 
has generally neglected 
the connection.

“What we need to do is keep a calendar a year in 
advance to keep track of what's coming up," Ms. 
Belanger said. “Much of how we operate is 
brainstorming. So far, we feel good about what we've 
done and the service we offer people.” 

Ms. Spilsbury said part of the impetus for the 
publication comes from Marilyn Ferguson's 

in “The Aquarian Conspiracy." The 
author writes of the processes available and of how to 
help others in those processes. 
Energy Flow 

The women said there is an energy flow that 
they’ve noticed working together. They attack 
problems, get things gone. 

“We just go to work and get after things,” Ms. 
Fugit said. “Our attitude is that we're in our running 
shoes and going. If others want to join us, they have to 
get in theirs and come along. If not, bye.”

As to how and why Mrs. Parsons has 
president of a Salt Lake 
company that makes fruit-flavored 
toothpaste, she says it is a long story 


My former husband had been de- 
veloping the idea for ‘fruit paste’ for 
several years,” she said. “After he 
moved out of state, he called me one 
night, gave me the information for the 
toothpaste and told me | could do 
whatever I wanted to with it 

He said I could ask someone about 
whether his idea would work. 

Did It Qualify? 

Mrs. Parsons took the formula to the 
department of pharmaceutics at the 
University of Utah College of Pharma 
ey and asked Dr. Robert V. Petersen if 
it qualified as a toothpaste. Dr. Peter- 
sen is on the research staff. 

He said it did qualify. Mrs. Parsons 
then asked if it included fluoride. Dr. 
Petersen said no. 


“Il said I didn't want to go any further 
with the project until the toothpaste had 
fluoride, so we added it."" 

With the fruit flavors and fluoride 
incorporated, Mrs. Parsons started 
organizing the elements that make up a 
genuine business. She was familiar 
with some of the aspects involved in 
running a business. She had not experi- 
enced the major setbacks that some- 
times occur. As a result, her approach 
to the intricacieS of creating a company 
was enthusiastic and optimistic 


Business Background 

Her background included working at 
an advertising agency. She had worked 
at a company where she advanced from 
secretary to plant manager. 

Her business experience was useful, 
she said. It did not teach her everything 
she needed to know as initiator of her 
own company 

“It’s a real education. Sometimes it's 
painful, but you learn a lot. You have to 
know the criteria with which business 
people operate,” she said. 

“I call it learning about business the 
hard way. One thing I believe is that if 1 
don't know the answer, call someone 
who does. It doesn't make sense to sit 
around trying to figure problems out on 
your own, It's much more logical to find 
someone who does know and have that 
person teach you." 


Issued Stock 


She started the business with an 
ifivestment of $60,000. Part of the funds 
was acquired through the sale of stock. 
Her past experience with stock options 
made her aware of the benefits of 
offering a stock issue. 


“When I worked for another com- 
pany, I saw the positive and negative 
sides of dealing with stock issues. I 
watched a company announce a stock 
issue, withdraw it the day before sales 
and go bankrupt. So I did have a pretty 
good idea about mistakes that could be 
made. I didn’t make them.” 

Stock issues were a breeze compared 
to the actual production of toothpaste of 
any kind, she continued. Each proce-

Consumers are a priority considera 
tion in any business venture. Mrs. 
Parsons, armed with a supply of “Fruit 
Paste” submitted it to a discriminating 
group — children. 

“The alternative to mint-flavored 
toothpaste was in our favor,” she 
explained, “A lot of young children 
don’t care for the taste of mint and most 
toothpastes have it 


“So for some, the novelty of fruit 
flavor was a good incentive for 
brushing teeth. We did neighborhood 
surveys, asked children in nursery 
school to try it, set up stands at grocery 
stores and one at the Utah State Fair. 


“We got very favorabie response.’ 


Packaging Paste 

With production and consumer sur- 
vey work done, Mrs. Parsons ap 
proached the packaging options. 

“I knew we had to have something 
unique, something to differentiate 
‘Fruit Paste’ from other brands. What 
we decided to do was make it available 
in packages of five tubes, one of each 
flavor,” she said. 

Five-tube packaging makes it possi- 
ble to display the Fruit Paste either on 
the shelf or hanging from a dispenser 
And a bonus of Fruit Paste is that it has

The toothpaste business has had its 
good and bad moments, Mrs. Parsons 
said.

baby as she was the day she conceived 
congratulations, But don’t go around feeling too 
smug. You may not have to worry about your 
waistline or what to wear tomorrow, but you are 
going to need to tone up your muscles. 


If you don't tighten up soon after the baby arrives, 
you'll find yourself with elastic tires and saggy skin a 
few years from now. And after the next baby, you 
won't be quite so proud of yourself. As soon as your 
doctor says you can exercise, get to it. Then build up 
regularly over the next three months. If you have not 
had a caesarean, you should be able to do hearty 
exercise six to eight weeks after the delivery. If you 
went to a gym or had a regular exercise plan, you can 
return to it shortly 


Type B Woman 


If you are a Type B woman, you are the average 
woman. Don't panic that you had to leave the hospital 
in a pair of your husband's sweat pants because your 
old blue jeans didn’t even make it over your thighs. 
Between 15 and 20 pounds of your pregnancy weight 
will disappear by itself. Figure it this way 

7 pounds: the baby 

1% pounds: the placenta 

1% pounds: amniotic fluid 

5 pounds: blood and other fluids 

2 pounds: uterus weight at birth 

Over the next six weeks, the uterus will return to 
its pre-pregnant weight of only 2 ounces. You'll be 
separated from baby, placenta and a good bit of 
fluids during childbirth. And more liquids will drain 
out of you oyer the next several weeks. While your 
breasts will swell when your milk comes in, they

won't weigh 12 pounds each. So if you've got some 
weight to lose now, it's up to you 


A combination of exercise and healthy eating will 
tone up your body, prevent sag and take off weight 
Build up your exercise gradually; get your doctor's 
permission to exercise if you've had a caesarean 
Don't snack every time you feed the baby. Don’t fall 
for the old myth that because you're nursing you have 
to eat 5,000 calories a day. Eat salads and protein 
drink low-fat milk and lots of water. And exercise 
whenever you get a chance: in bed, in the shower and 
during your own leave-me-alone time. Be careful, yet 
disciplined — and when your baby is 3 months old, 
you will fit into your old clothes 


There's Good News 


If you are a Type C woman, I’m not going to make 
you stand in the corner or hang your head in shame. 
You're probably well aware of the problem you've 
gotten yourself into. But there is good news. You can 
take off the excess weight and keep it off. It's not 
going to be quick and it’s not going to be easy, but you 
can do it. The key to your success will be a carefully 
plotted food plan that provides small but healthy 
meals, a solid exercise program (every single day, at 
least an hour a day) and a mental attitude of 
determination. 


Don't let yourself go, don’t put off taking control 
If you let yourself go, you'll hate yourself and be so 
miserable that you'll gain more weight and then 
you'll think it doesn’t matter anyway and will gain 
even more weight and you'll be reduced to showing 
your children pictures of yourself when you were a 
teen-ager to prove to them that once you had the 
figure of a movie queen (or a Tudor queen) 


Seek Exercise Everywhere 


Look for exercise in every corner of your life 
When the baby cries consider this a prime 
opportunity for a little brisk walking 


You can do neck rolls, shoulder rounds and 
stretching exercises in the shower. These will help 
eliminate tension and rev up your circulation. When 
you feel down and out, blue or lagging — don't reach 
for coffee, reach for the sky! Exercise will help you 
feel better. 


When you take your own exercise break, if the 
baby is awake, prop him up in-his infant seat and let 
him watch you. Buy yourself a bright red leotard 
(babies love the color red) and let him learn to focus 
on you and your one-two. When he’s a bit older, you 
can exercise together. 

Make sure you're careful when you bend over to 
pick up the baby. Don’t carry him on your hip; don’t 
throw your back out when you bend to the crib or 
squat for a diaper. Bend at the knees, keep the back 
straight and the shoulders back.

PHILADELPHIA — 
Sometimes it seems that 
from the dawn of crea- 
lion, this debate has 
raged: Which child has 
the greater burden to 
bear the one whose 
parents are super 
successful or the one 
Whose parents are abso- 
jute failures? 


If parents succeed 
®loriously, we've been 
told, the child feels that 
he can’t ever equal what 
they've accomplished — 
and he may not even try 
He also may feel that 
he'll always be identified 
not as himself but as his 
parents’ child. Most of us 
have read stories about 
famous people's children 
who turned their backs 
on wealth because they 
Widn’t want to pay the 
price of sharing it 


At the same time, 
we've heard that parents 
who fail set a pattern that 
their children follow be- 
cause it's the only model 
in sight. The welfare 
rolls, we've been told, 
are clogged with people 
whose parents were on 
Welfare, too, and who 
accept this as the way 
life was meant to be for 
them. We've also heard 
that children who could 
break out of the failure 
mold sometimes uncon- 
Sciously choose not to 

“because they don’t want 
to hurt their parents by 
surpassing them.

~ Well, not long ago I 
Bsked psychiatrist G. 
Pirooz Sholevar what he 
thought — and he told 
me, without pulling any 
punches. 

re Doesn't Try 

> Sholevar, who is diree- 
tor of Jefferson Medical 
College's division of 
ehild, adolescent and 
family psychiatry, said 
that it could be tough to 
tome from a history of 
failure, but that “one of 
the most difficult things 
is to be the child of a very 
$uccessful person. From 
early on, the child con- 
tludes that the parent is 
treated like God. The 
Schievement of the par- 


ent is so extreme that the 
child feels he has no 
chance to match it — so 
why should he try? And 
he gives up the possibili- 
ty of trying at an early 
age." 

Just imagine. said 
Sholevar, what it must be 
like to have a father who 
has become not merely 
successful, but wealthy 
too. “The father is in a 
position to develop a $5 
million trust for the son 
— a trust that generates 
$700,000 a year. Now, how 
can a son go out and feel 
successful on his own" — 
no matter what he does? 


Keep Pushing 

It happens not infre- 
quently, Sholevar said, 
that some parents suc- 
ceed to a great extent 
even though they have 
underlying feelings of 
failure. ‘This has been a 
major factor in their path 
to success — this sense 
that they are failing. And 
they never rest; they 
always keep pushing. 
They succeed on the sur- 
face but underneath they 
think that they're failing 
So they tend to set them- 
selves up as competitors 
with everybody else, in- 
cluding their own chil- 
dren.” 

What happens, 
Sholevar said, is that the 
children are hurt not by 
the parents’ success but 
by “parental competi- 
tion, by parents who ex- 
aggerate their own 
achievements.” 


OK, doctor, but you're 
not saying that all par- 
ents who succeed dam- 
age their children, are 
you? 

No, said Sholevar, not 
if parents really feel good 
about themselves, their 
work and their achieve- 
ments. “If parents are 
invested in the process of 
what they're doing — 
rather than just in the 
end result — then their 
success is not such a 
hurdle for their chil- 
dren.” 

But, said Sholevar, 
who has a $year-old son, 
"If parents look only at 
the end result, and use 
their success as a way to 
prove that they're not 
failures," they have 
quite a different impact 


on their children — and 
it’s mostly bad. 

The difference, he said, 
is that the parents whose 
success doesn’t harm 
their children really 
enjoy what they do, and 
their achievements are 
secondary. The parents 
whose success burns 
their children tend not to 
find enjoyment in any- 
thing except succeeding 


Most of us, Sholevar 
said, should be able to 
identify with what he’s 
talking about. 

Felt Enriched 

“In social situations 
we've met people who 
told us what they did and 
what they achieved. who 
talked about their suc- 
cesses. When they left, 
we felt good about it 


most as if we'd done it 
ourselves. We were glad 
we'd met them and we 
wanted to meet them 
again 


“But then we've also 
met other people who 
told us what they did and 
what they achieved, and 
when we walked away, 
we never wanted to talk 
to them again. The differ- 
ence was that they didn't 
really enjoy what they 
were doing, and we 
sensed that. When they 
talked about their suc- 
cesses, we sensed that 
they were trying to make 
us feel bad. They were 
trying to say that they 
are better than we are."’

The farm 
is open Sundays but no tour services are available

Tablecloth for festive entertaining

Summer is the time of year 
everyone is interested in having 
house look its very best for al! of the 
inevitable enter- 
taining. Whether 
the occasion is a 
barbecue or a 
formal dinner. 
the doors and 
windows are 
flung wide open 
and friends and 
family are wel 
comed. What 
better excuse to 
get your home in 
tip-top shape 
it’s so much fun to add colorful touches 
here and there, inside and out, to 
achieve a bright and finished look. 

I've got just the project to spruce up 
that corner table you've been meaning 
to refinish: a floor-length tablecloth! 


You can make a tablecloth from a 
solid cotton with a printed calico ruffled 
border, or create a tiered effect with 
several layers of coordinating prints 
and solid cottons in varying shapes and 
sizes, edged with a wonderful gathered 
eyelet flounce. There are so many 
variations, you can simply let your 
imagination run free. 

Adapt Old Quilt 

In this day when quilts are all the 
rage, why not use a lovely antique quilt 
altered to measure just the right size 
for your table? This could be just the 
solution to salvage an heirloom quilt 
that might be partially tattered or 
soiled, since you can cut away the 
damaged parts. 

You should be sure to cover the quilt 
with crinoline to protect it from wear 
and tear. You might also have a piece of 
plexiglass or glass cut to fit the top of 
the table for extra protection. 


If you're not lucky enough to have an 
antique quilt for this use, it’s almost as 
easy to make your own quilt tablecloth. 
To begin, see Vogue pattern No. 1714, 
“Tasty Tables,” for a variety of 
tablecloth patterns.

Cut With Turnbacks 


Next, cut the fabrie with %-inch 
tumbacks all around. and go to the 
ironing board. You can press the 
tumbacks accurately over the brown 
paper, stacking up the squares as you 
goto make sure they are the same size 


If your pressing is accurate, it may 
not be necessary to baste and you may 
proceed to oversew the pieces together. 
Oversew these, right sides facing. 
sewing them together in strips in the 
color sequence you have chosen, in the 
length you require. 

Same Sequence 

The next strip should be in the same 
sequence except that the first color 
square is now moved to the last position 
in the row. Step down the colors row by 
row in this fashion, until you have 
completed enough strips for the width 
of your piece. (Keep checking for 
accuracy in size and placement of 
colors as you go.) 

Pull out the brown papers and basting 


stitches as each row is finished. For

Charting needle designs 


By Pat Trexler 


If you are not already a collector of 
charted designs, now is a great time to 
start. Perhaps you don't realize how 
many different ways you can use such 
charts. 

Many of them are planned for use in 
specific needlepoint or counted cross- 
stitch patterns, but any can be adapted 
to knit, crochet, latch-hook and even 
macrame 


When designs are charted on graph 
paper, each square of the chart will 
represent one stitch unless you are 
hiviest differently. As a rule, all blank 
squares are worked in the background 
color while symbols representing the 
various other colors are drawn in other 
squares to denote where those colors 
are used 


An important consideration when you 
are using the chart is the finished size of 
the design. This is easy to determine by 
counting the number of squares at the 
widest point in each direction and 
dividing those numbers by your stitch 
count or gauge. 

Pansy Design 

For example, the pansy design, 
shown in the lower left corner of the 
accompanying photograph, covers 3 
squares from top to bottom and 32 
squares across. On 10-mesh canvas, 
this design will be 24% inches high and a 
little over 3 inches wide. 


The same design on 7-mesh canvas 
would be approximately 3% inches high 


and 4% inches wide. With 3mesh rug 

canvas, your approximate design area 

would be 81/s inches by almost 11 inches. 
Figuring Size 

The same principle would be used in 
figuring the design size for knitting or 
crochet. If you are getting a stitch 
gauge of four stitches per inch, the 
design would be 6% by 8 inches. 

To use a chart for knitting, you can 
either knit the design in duplicate stitch 
or cross-stitch. For crocheting, you can 
work in the Tapestry Crochet technique 
or embroider in cross-stitch. 

While I have discussed Fair Isle 
knitting and tapestry crochet in previ- 
ous columns, I will include this infor- 
mation again in future columns for 
those of you who may not have saved 
the earlier ones. I'll also discuss the use 
of color designs in macrame in more 
detail at a future date.

Marriage’ Ss just one vicious cycle

Because one of a man's basic needs is to be 
appreciated and respected, his world begins to crack 
and creak if the primary woman in his life doesn’t 
stroke him, stroke him and stroke him some more. 


While a woman needs to feel that she is special to 
allow her sexuality to flow, a man needs praise and 
encouragement, “If a female is passive and 
unresponsive,"’ said psychiatrist John Reckless, 
“he’s troubled. He needs to know that he's doing well 
and that he’s a nice guy. Women know this, and they 
use it to hurt a guy if they're angry with him.” 


Often a vicious cycle is put into motion. The wife 
is not responsive because she feels that the husband 
isn’t meeting her needs; the husband feels slighted by 
her passivity and he reveals disappointment or 
anger. In turn, this causes the woman to be even less 
responsive, which triggers darker feelings in the 
man, and then 

On and on it goes, said Reckless, and it's a 
primary reason why the American mistress remains 
so popular — and why she'll probably always have a 
place in our society 

Mistress’s Best Friend 

Reckless, a former Duke University psychiatrist 
who now is medical director of the John Reckless 
Clinic, Durham, N.C., said that wives often are a 
mistress’s best friend in the sense that wives 
withhold what their husbands most need not 
necessarily sex but expressions of appreciation 

Here is a not-too-far-fetched example from 
Reckless, 51, who was one of the early students of sex 
researchers William Masters and Virginia Johnson 

“The husband comes home full of excitement 
because he’s made a large sale. He starts to explain it

She has sex, it’s good because 
she wants sex.” She is ardent and aggresive ‘‘and 
says that it's fantastic. She meets the man’s 
emotional needs,’’ and is it any wonder that the man 
keeps coming back for more? 


Glow All Weekend

Reckless. is net unlike the way a grandmothet 
responds when she picks up a baby. ‘'She smiles, and 
the good feelings of a lifetime are brought back. A 
man with good sex has the same feelings,” and he’s 
willing to do anything in the world for the woman who 
makes him feel this way. If you don’t believe it, 
Reckless said, just seek out any wife who has learned 
to play her husband the way a musician plays an 
instrument. “She knows that if she gives hi:u a good 
time on Saturday morning, he'll glow all weekend." 


Powerful Hold 


It is for this reason, Reckless said, ‘hat the 
mistress gains such a powerful hold on the man. And 
it's not difficult for her to make the sex good because 
the man gives her what he, out of resentment, is 
withholding from his wife — attention. 


“The man does for her all the things that he 
doesn't do for his wife. He compliments her; he 
brings her gifts; he talks with her; he shares his 
feelings with her. Her primary needs are filled’’ so 
why wouldn't the sex be good? 


People — husbands and wives— are vulnerable to 
extramarital affairs when their primary needs are 
not met in the relationship, ‘If the woman is tired or 
lonely, she doesn’t want sex,” Reckless said. She 
wants attention, and unless she gets attention, she’s 
not going to be sexually responsive. 

“A woman wants to be wanted — but this doesn't 
necessarily mean that she wants sex. But aman may 
interpret her need to be wanted as a signal that she 
wants sex,"’ and this is where trouble can barge 
through the door and into the bedroom. 


Pork takes to rotisserie 


Looking for a special entree to serve at your next 
cookout? A pork roast cooked to perfection on the 
rotisserie is sure to rate raves from delighted diners 
as well as the relaxed grillside chef. 


For rotisserie cooking, select a boneless roast 
such as a double pork loin or boned leg of pork, 
recommends the National Live Stock and Meat 
Board. Insert the rod lengthwise through the center, 
test for balance, then fasten the meat securely with 
the spit forks, The pork should be cooked at low to 
moderate heat, over ash-covered coals arranged 
around a drip pan in the center of the grill. The drip 
pan is necessary to prevent flare-ups. Because the 
turning roast cooks evenly and is self basting, it 
needs little attention during the cooking process 

For optimum tenderness and juiciness, it is 
important that the rotisserie pork roast be cooked 
just to the well-done stage (170 degrees F.)

“A woman who feels unloved 
acts in a most unloving fashion. She is bitchy, and she 
knows it, because her needs are not being met.”’ 


Misses The Point 


A man’s response to his wife's coolness some- 
times is to “‘stop at the airport, buy a bunch of sex 
books, give them to his wife and say, ‘Here, read 
them!’ She gets angry, and he misses the point of her 
anger.”’ 

It's safe to say, Reckless said, that ‘‘a lot of sex 
books are bought and never read’* because the people 
for whom they are intended are in no mood to read 
anything. 


Result of Turmoil 


Sometimes the result of this turmoil can be not 
that the husband is receptive to a mistress but that he 
withdraws from his wife and becomes impotent 
Why? Because, said Reckless, “the penis is a 
barometer of a man’s feelings about himself and the 
relationship.

humorist’s 


set apart by his peers

LOGAN — Last Sunday in this 
column we discussed humor develop- 
ment as it related to a child's apprecia 
tion of the riddle.

Today we'll explore the childhood 
humorist and the behavioral charac- 
teristies which set him or her apart 
from peers. 


Although all youngsters show an 
appreciation for humor, some children 
exhibit a heightened awareness of it 
Studies of children with precocious 
senses of humor reveal an interesting 
profile. Academic giftedness, one 
characteristic in this profile, will be 
considered first. 

Not All Gifted 


Not all childhood humorists are 
academically gifted, but several re- 
searchers have found that many gifted 
children and adults show a well- 
developed awareness of humor. Not 
necessarily are these people expert 
joke-tellers, but they all are precocious- 
ly adept at selecting and appreciating 
funny innuendoes. 


The second characteristic is asser 
tiveness. Researchers have found that 
individuals with a sense of humor were 
as preschool and school-aged children. 
highly assertive with other children. 
According to Dr. Paul McGhee, they 
were used to being dominant with other 
children and utilized their sense of 


humor to exert social power over | 


others. Especially were these children 
verbally dominant with other children. 
They were more talkative than their 
peers and also more linguistically 
advanced 
Show Sensitivity 
The third characteristic is sen 
sitivity. Most children who show a 
special awareness of humor are espe- 
cially sensitive to the feelings and 
reactions of adults. They show a 
particular desire to please others and 
receive positive feedback. A sense of 
humor for them is a means of producing 
the amicability they desire. 


The final characteristic is large 
motor persistence. Studies have shown 
that children with precocious senses of 
humor are often those who were 
extremely persistent in learning and 
perfecting large motor skills. These are 
the children who invested a great deal 
of effort learning to ride a tricycle or 
bicycle, learning to climb trees, throw 
balls, etc. Dr. McGhee has suggested 
that the young humorist expended a 
great deal of time in large motor 
activities because these provided an 
environment conducive to socialization 
and exchanges of good humor. 


Although this article deals with 
children, it has application for adults as 
well. Studies have shown that adults 
with an active sense of humor usually 
displayed the tendency to be a humorist 
as a very young child.

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THE ROTTING OLD wood is water- 
logged and riddled with worm holes — 
so softened by its centuries beneath the 
sea that it can scarcely support its own 
weight. 

Wet and glistening in the warm 
Caribbean sun, it exudes all the charm 
of a piece of black, over-ripe cheese. 

It is, by any ordinary measure, 
merely a soggy timber from another 
time, a piece of a lost and long forgotten 
sailing ship. 

Curious then, that it should be the 
object of armed confrontation at sea, 
demolition by explosives, a threatened 
$100 million lawsuit, and a storm of 
bitter feeling that has swirled around it 
since its existence became public 
knowledge nearly two years ago. 


The rest of the ship — well preserved 
portions of the hull, 14 coral encrusted 
cannons, a rusting anchor, and a pile of 
ballast stones — lies in 15 feet of water 
not far away, sunk an uncertain 
number of years ago in what was then, 
as it is today, one of the backwaters of 
the Western Hemisphere 


Location: Latitude 21 degrees, 33 
minutes north, longitude 72 degrees, 17 
minutes west. This is Molasses Reef, 
territorial waters of the British crown 
colony of the Turks and Caicos Islands, 
600 air miles and, at times, seemingly 
several centuries southeast of Miami. 


TREASURE HUNTERS say the X on 
the map here marks the final resting 
place of Christopher Columbus’ Pinta, 
lost during a second voyage to the New 
World in 1500. 


But the Columbus connection is not 
what has taken a team of eight 
researchers for the Texas-based Insti- 
tute of Nautical Archaeology to that 
undistinguished patch of sea and sky to 
touch a soggy piece of the past. 


As he kneels on the pitching deck of 
the research ship, the Morning Watch, 
archaeologist Tom Oertling needs no 
ship’s name to inspire him. This 
ancient, crumbling piece of ship's hull 
still bears the chisel marks and square 
nail holes of the shipyard workers who 
fashioned it several hundred years ago. 
He cradles it as carefully as if it were 
bullion that might somehow melt in the 
bright sun beating down on deck. 


This is obviously an old wreck, 
perhaps the oldest yet documented in 
the New World. To the archaeologists it 
is a priceless piece of the past, a relic of 
the age when Spanish sailing ships plied 
these waters in search of riches and 
new worlds to conquer. 

“To some people, these are just old, 
black pieces of wood,” says expedition 
leader Don Keith. “To us, each piece is 
a potential clue to where the ship came 
from and when it was built.” 


Some of the archaeologists may 
spend years trying to reassemble the 
pieces of this particular jigsaw puzzle. 
The pieces are well scrambled, lying 
amid massive, convoluted heads of 
yellow brain coral and swaying purple 
sea fans. 


THE CANNONS, TWO large bombar- 
dettas and a dozen smaller swivel guns, 
lie scattered in the sand to one side of 
the ship's ballast stones, apparently 
strewn across the bottom as the ship 
heeled over and sank, probably the 
victim of the jagged, well-hidden reef 
that still stands nearby 


The large cannons are of special 
interest. They appear to be of a type 
that was already obsolete on sailing 
ships by the middle of the 1500s. 


If the wreck at Molasses Reef does 
date from the first half of that century, 
it could fltuminate a chapter of history 


Is priceless piece of past the Pinta?

So far, the oldest shipwrecks in the 
Americas to be authoritatively dated 
are two Spanish galleons that sank off 
the Texas coast in 1554, a date that 
leaves a gap of more than 60 years in 
the physical evidence of Spanish sea- 
faring that Columbus ushered in in 1492 

“A shipwreck is a lot more than the 
remains of a ship," says Don Hamilton, 
who has stayed behind at Texas A&M 
University to prepare the institute’s 
laboratories for the painstaking work of 
studying and conserving the ship's 
artifacts once they are lifted from the 
sea. 


“A SHIP ITSELF has always been 


removed with pneumatic scribes and 
chisels to see what lies within. 


Metal objects will be bathed in an 
electrolytic solution to inhibit their 
deterioration once the objects are 
removed from their salt bath. 


Each object will be compared with 
pictures, sketches and descriptions of 
wreckage of other ships for hints about 
where it came from, and when. Metal- 
lurgists and historians together may be 
able to determine where the cannons 
were made, and when; geologists may 
be able to tell where the ballast stones 
that were in the ship's hold came from; 
foresters may be able to identify which 
forest the timbers grew in. In time, 
some of the weapons, instruments and

Despite the formidable corrosive 
powers of saltwater, the ocean often 
acts surprisingly like a vast pickle vat 
Objects that are not dashed to pieces by 
the waves may, at first, be subject to 
rapid corrosion. 

But as a crust of deposited minerals 
forms ai them, they develop a 
protective coat of armor that can 
actually retard further deterioration. 
Coins, nails, wood, even old olive pits 
and insects can be preserved in such 
concretions for centuries. 

Judging from its relatively light 
armament and diminutive size — no 
more than 70 feet long — Keith and his 
team believe that this ship may have 
been one of the lightly rigged carayels 
used in the earliest days of Spanish 
exploration and slaving. Caravel de- 
tails have been so sparse that modern- 
day sketches are scarcely more than 
guesswork put to pen and ink. 

The wreckage at Molasses Reef is, in 
effect, an accident time capsule from 
the 16th century. In the coming months, 
Keith and his crew will gather every 
possible piece of the puzzle, from the 
six-foot anchor to the smallest pottery 
shards and take them — still immersed 
in sea water — back to the institute, 
where the real work begins. 

EVERY ENCRUSTATION will re- 
quire an excavation in miniature. The 
surrounding sand, coral and barnacles 
will be X-rayed and then carefully 


ceramic pieces may be reassembled for 
display. 

“Even with only a bucketful of wood 
we could tell something interesting 
about the ship,” says Dick Steffy, the 
institute's ship reconstruction expert. 
“If the pieces came from the right 
places, with as little as five percent of 
the original, we could probably recon- 
struct the whole ship.” Even then, 
however, this ship may not have a 
name 


The consensus of all who have 
plunged beneath these turquoise waters 
for a close look at the wreck is that any 
gold-hungry treasure hunters would be 
sorely disappointed by the booty of 
crude cannon balls and rusty ship 
fittings that lie scattered along the 
seaward edge of the reef here 


THE SHIP IS too small and too old to 
have been one of the great Spanish 
galleons carrying the riches of the New 
World back to Spain. 


From the intrigue and controversy 
that have enveloped the wreck for the 
last two years, however, it is clear that 
even the most mercenary of the 
Caribbean's marine salvors recognize 
that gold is not all that glitters. 


John Gasque and Olin Frick, partners 
in a Key West salvage company called 
Caribbean Ventures, who claim to have 
discovered the wreck in 1976, say there 
is evidence to suggest that the unre- 
markable mound of wood and ballast 
stones at Molasses Reef may be one of 
the three ships that participated in 
Columbus’ initial voyage to the New 
World. Their logic, although far from 
conclusive, has proved to be infectious 


Every grade school historian knows, 
of course, that when “in 1492, Columbus 
sailed the ocean blue,” he and his men 
sailed in three ships, the Nina, the 


Pinta, and the flagship, the Santa 
Maria. 

Less familiar is that according to 
Columbus’ log, it was actually a 
seaman on the Pinta, one Rodrigo de 
Triana, who was the first to sight !and 
on that fateful morning of Oct. 12, 1492 

It was also the Pinta, leaving Colum 
bus in its wake on the journey home 
that was the first ship back to Spain 
with the news of the admiral's discov 
ery — news that Queen Isabella 
nevertheless chose to ignore until 
Columbus himself reported it two 
weeks later. 

THE SANTA MARIA, history re. 
cords, sank off the north coast of 
Hispaniola — the island now shared by 
Haiti and the Dominican Republic — 
late in 1492. The Nina, which carried 
Columbus home, made at least two 
more trips to the New World with 
Columbus. At least as far as published 
history is concerned, the fate of the 
Pinta has always been unclear. 

It is known, however, that its co- 
owner, Vincente Yanez Pinzon, who 
provided financial support for Colum. 
bus’ first voyage, did return to the New 
World in 1499 with a fleet of four ships 
under his own command. 

After exploring the coast of Brazil, 
Pinzon’s fleet left Hispaniola and sailed 
north. In June 1500, two of the ships 
sank in a storm near a place survivors 
referred to as “‘the shoals of Barbura.”” 


Survivors’ accounts, alas, neglected 
to mention the names of the two ships 
that sank — a 482-year-old oversight 
that is at least partially responsible for 
the current controversy, 

Gasque and Frick claim that the 
Pinta is “mentioned”’ in an obscure tax 
report prepared by the Spanish cus- 
toms house at the time Pinzon’s fleet 
was being outfitted in 1499 

THE COMPANY'S ARCHIVIST. 
Charlotte Kuzma, of Birmingham, 
Mich., says she saw the tax report —a 
loose sheet of paper tucked into a 
volume of tax records — when she was 
working in the Archives of the Indies in 
Seville during the summer of 1981 


Gasque, however, says no copy of the 
document exists. 

Dr. Eugene Lyon, a Vero Beach, Fia., 
author and researcher for the National 
Geographic Society, who has scoured 
the archives for details of the Pinzon 
fleet, says that the Molasses Reef is 
“within the ballpark” as a possible 
location for the wrecks. 

Lyon, who has no formal connection 
with Caribbean Ventures, says he 
knows of no evidence suggesting that 
the Pinta was one of the lost ships — or 
that it ever made a second voyage to 
the New World. He says, however, that 
a vast amount of original material in 
the archives remains to be researched 

Even if it could be established that 
the Pinta was part of the Pinzon fleet, it 
would require a painstaking excavation 
of the Molasses Reef wreck — and a 
detailed comparison of the artifacts 
there with tax lists — to conclusively 
establish its identity. 

LYONS SAYS THE matchmaking 
could be complicated by the fact that 
there were scores of Spanish caravels 
operating in the Caribbean during the 
first half of the 16th century. An early 
date for the wreck, of course, woul(l 
narrow the possibilities. 

“Given the difficulty in even estab- 
lishing a precise date for this wreck. it 
would be presumptuous at this stage to 
guess its very name,” says Keith I 
the date and identity can ever be 
determined from the sea-ravaged 
coral-encrusted remains on Molasses 


Reef, it will be only through careful 
systematic excavation." 


The archaeologists, in fact, are so 
offended by the undocumented claims 
about the wreck's name that they have 
dubbed the wreck the “un-Pinta."” 


But the skepticism of scientists has 
not deterred Caribbean Ventures, or an 
associated firm, Pinta Enterprises of 
Washington, D.C., from launching a 
veritable armada of marketing ven- 
tures based on the claim. Although the 
government of Turks and Caicos has 
revoked their license to excavate the 
wreck, Gasque and Frick are still 
offering exclusive film rights to the 
wreck, Pinta T-shirts, and a Raise-the- 
Pinta video game. 

Their claim has also unleashed a 
flurry of Pinta mania in the islands —a 
scramble for a piece of the action that 
has pitted treasure hunters against 
archaeologists, treasure hunters 
against the British colonial government 
and, at times, even treasure hunters 
against each other. 


SELF-DOUBT, TO be sure, was not 
one of the impediments Frick and 
Gasque encountered after salvaging 
two cannons from the wreck in 1980. 


“Looking at those old cannons on 
deck, I realized that this was a link with 
the past that you could actually touch,” 
recalls Gasque. ‘I told Olin that if this 
old wreck actually turned out to be the 
Pinta, it was going to be worth more 
than all the treasure we would ever 
find." 

Gasque's explanation for the dissolu- 
tion of those dreams is one that would 
strike a responsive chord even with the 
venerable Vincente Yanez Pinzon and 
his gold-hungry captains. 

“The, problem,” says Gasque, “was 


In the final analysis, the real problem 
may have stemmed not so much from 
the nature of Caribbean Ventures’ 
claims as from that so many people 
believed them. 


IN MOST COUNTRIES, salvage 
rights, especially those to wrecks that 
have been lost, forgotten, and then 
rediscovered, are determined by a 
murky set of legal precepts usually 
deciphered only by specialists in admir- 
alty law. The operative principal is 
usually the ancient doctrine of finder’s 
keepers. 

At least on paper, things are different 
in Turks and Caicos. 


The shallow Caicos Bank has always 
been a classic ship trap — a large, 
nearly invisible complex of shoals that 
border the deep, once heavy trafficked 
Old Bahama Channel. Over the last 
several centuries, an estimated 800 
ships have been wrecked on the banks, 
some deliberately lured there and 
plundered by pirates and wreckers. 

With a veritable museum of Spanish, 
French and British ships scattered 
throughout its waters, the government 
decided in 1974 to protect them — and 
assure its title to any wealth they still 
held — by making all wrecks more than 
50 years old the property of the crown. 

IN PRACTICE, OPPORTUNISTIC 
salvage operators have continued to 
work the wrecks at will, unmolested by 
a government that has only one 40-foot 
police boat to patrol several thousand 
square miles of water for poachers, 
drug smugglers, and Haitian refugees 
headed north in leaky boats. 


“The scattered nature of the islands 
does make them difficult to police,” 
concedes Chief Minister Norman Saun- 
ders. “Anyone who wants to can 


probably come in and salvage bits and 
pieces off a wreck; if it’s a major 
operation, we have to hope that some- 
one will bring it to our attention.” 

It was against such a backdrop that 
the government happily signed an 
agreement with Caribbean Ventures in 
1980, allowing Frick and Gasque to 
salvage the Molasses Reef wreck in 
return for a 30 percent cut of anything 
of value 


But there was delay after frustrating

Frick’s salvage ship, the Seeker, 
wound up in Cuba during the tumultu- 


By late 1981, however, the wreck had 
also captured the attention — and 
apparently the imagination — of still 
another salvage group, Nomad Treas 
ure Seekers of South Laguna, Calif 


In November, Nomad sought — and 
won — a government contract to 
“explore and search for wrecks" in the 
islands. The government insisted, how- 
ever, that the Molasses Reef wreck, 
which it planned to make available to 
the archaeologists, was to be strictly off 
limits. 


It was a matter of some surprise, 
then, that when Keith visited the wreck

ous days of the Mariel boatlift — and 
came home, packed with 725 refugees. 


BOTH FRICK AND Gasque were 
preoccupied with their legal defense in 
a contempt of court citation and a 
federal judge’s accusations of piracy 
for their role in a U.S. treasure salvage 
case. 

Financial support for the venture 
seemed to materialize and dissolve. 
Frick rejected an offer of cash for the 
project because he "t name it 
“the Martini and Rossi expedition.” 
Anheuser-Busch offered, then withdrew 
a promise of a ton of beer for the crew. 

Although the contract with the gov- 
ernment had made no mention of the 
Pinta, the salvors assured their poten- 
tial investors that the discovery would 
yield ‘many, many millions of dollars 
over the next years, making Caribbean 
Ventures the most successful treasure 
hunting company in the world today.” 

As the blizzard of publicity grew, the 
government grew restive. 

Saunders won't say today, why, after 
more than a year of such activity, the 
government unilaterally decided to 
revoke the company’s salvage license. 

THE SUBSEQUENT AGREEMENT 
WITH THE Texas-based Institute of 
Nautical Archaeology, however, called 
for a distinctly different distribution of 
any windfall profits that might accrue. 
The institute would get all of the 
historical insight it wanted. The gov- 
ernment would take 100 percent of any 
profits. 


site later in the month, he discovered 
Nomad’s two boats, the Captain Jack 
and the Heather Glynn, anchored a 
stone’s throw away. 


THE MEETING, AT 8 am., on 
choppy seas more than 12 miles from 
the nearest land, was not an amicable 
one. Keith suspected it might not be, 
when he saw two men in a launch leave 
the Heather Glynn and head out to 
intercept his 19-foot outboard. The man 
in the bow was carrying an M-1 rifle. 


“They pulled across the bow and told 
us to get the hell out,” says Keith. “I 
told them to go back to their ship.”” 


The man with the gun was Frank 
Garland, a native of the islands emp- 
loyed by Nomad. In his log that night, 
he corroborated Keith's account. He 
had thought they might be poachers. 
The clip for the M-1, he says, was in his 
pocket throughout the confrontation. 

The only volleys actually fired that 
day were verbal ones. Aboard the 
Heather Glynn, Keith and Roger Mik- 
los, the head of the Nomad treasure 


‘group, exchanged legalities. Keith said 


the group had no right to be in the 
restricted area. Miklos sa‘d Keith 
couldn't prove that the area was 
restricted. Neither side prevailed. 

John Elliott, a California historian 
working with Nomad, says the group 
was there to photograph the wreck. He 
says the group did not actually remove 
anything, although he acknowledged 
that some items on the bottom had been 
moved around. 


We moved a few ballast stones to 
expose some of the timbers, but only so 
we could make photographs and meas- 
urements,” he says. 


KEITH SAYS NOTHING major ap- 
peared to be missing from the wreck, 
but the dispute widened when he 
spotted several boxes of ship's fittings 
and a large, obviously old, anchor on 
the deck of the Heather Glynn. 


Elliott says that was “just an anchor 
that was lost, one that was not 
associated with any wreck ** 


Whatever it was, Capt. Jon Christian- 
sen’s log suggests that it came from 
somewhere very close by. Two days 
before Keith's arrival, with the ship 
anchored in precisely the same place, 
he noted: “Transfer salvaged anchor 
from SW reef area. Believed to be of 
Spanish origin, 1550-1600."" 

Keith's departure, with a vow to 
report the situation to government 
authorities in Grand Turk left the 
Nomad group concerned that their 
future in the islands might be on thin 
ice. At 1:30 a.m. on the morning of Nov 
25, they suddenly weighed anchor and 
headed for the capital, too. 


They got a cool reception. After a 
lengthy hearing before the police com- 
missioner, four armed policemen 
boarded the boat and ordered the 
anchor confiscated. They warned the 
group that their license to explore the 
islands would soon be rescinded 


THAT NIGHT, UNDER what Christ- 
iansen describes as “extremely hos- 
tile” conditions, the two ships quietly 
slipped away from Grand Turk and 
headed back to the United States. 


As the chain of events played out in 
the ensuing months, it appears that 
there have been at least one other group 
with an abiding interest in the mystery 
wreck of Molasses Reef. 


By January, the now wary island 
government, formally agreed to let the 
archaeologists proceed with the exca- 
vation. 


But Caribbean Ventures promptly 
threatened to sue the institute for 
“interference” with its contract. The 
institute's board of directors huddled 
and decided to stail. They sought legal 
advice, a move which temporarily put 
plans for the excavation on ice. 

Keith was dismayed. As more and 
more people became interested, he 
worried that there was “a very real 
danger that the wreck could be de- 
stroyed by treasure seekers." 

The fear proved to be at least partly 
prophetic 

In late March, one of the institute's 
observers in the islands reported that 
someone, identity unknown, had blown 
a 5-foot hole in the ship's ballast pile, 
apparently either in an effort to aid a 
surreptitious salvage effort or as an act 
of simple vandalism. 


BOTH CARIBBEAN VENTURES 
and the Nomad group have denied any 
responsibility for the incident. 

The attack did, however, finally 
galvanize the institute into action. 
Within a week, the archaeologists were 
aboard the Morning Watch, a Miami- 
based research vessel volunteered for 
the expedition by Sumner Gerard, 
former U.S. ambassador to Jamaica 
and a member of INA's board of 
directors. 

Despite the explosion, the wreck at 
Molasses Reef is still expected to yield 
a wealth of historical insight. With 
careful research — and a lot of luck —it 
may someday even have a name. )

Q. Can you give me some tips on 
how to shoot frreworks at night? My 
results have been pretty bad. 


A. Every year I get loads of questions 
about photographing fireworks. Pic- 
tures of fireworks can be taken with 
any camera — the Instamatic, instant, 
35mm and larger format cameras. 


With the Instamatic and Polaroid (or

any other instant camera) get a used 
flashcube. Insert it in your camera to 
activate the shutter for a slower 
exposure, which would be around 1-25th 
of a second. Point the camera toward 
the sky and wait until the streamers 
Start to flow from the burst of 
fireworks, Then press the shutter 
release while holding the camera very 
steady

Here are a few suggestions 

— Wait until the sky is dark before 
you start shooting. 

— Get as close to the area as you can 
Check before you shoot by looking 
through your viewfinder to make sure 


photo 


that you'll be getting more than a speck 
of fireworks in your shot 

— Stay away from distracting light 
sources, such as car lights and street 
lights. 

— Check your results after the first 
shot if you're using an instant camera, 
then make any needed adjustments. 

THESE CAMERAS are equipped 
with normal lenses, which is what you 
need to shoot fireworks. Be sure to set 
the focus at infinity. 

For the Instamatic, use daylight 
color film for slides or Kodacolor film 
for prints. All instant camera film is 
daylight. 

For ron-automatic cameras ranging 
from the 35mm to the larger formats 


that have B (bulb) and T (time) for 
longer exposures, you must use a 
tripod. The same general rules apply 
with a few exceptions, For example 
don't use flashbulbs to lower the shutter 
speed 

Any black and white film is good. For 
color, | prefer daylight film for slides 
and Kodacolor for prints. 

For exposures, set your shutter speed 
on bulb or time with your camera on a 
tripod 

THE APERTURE depends on the 
speed of the film being used. The 
average exposure for 400 ASA film is 
about f4.5. It's hard to tell, because it 
also depends on the brilliance of the 
fireworks, but with that exposure 
you're sure to get something on film 
It's better to be a little overexposed 
than underexposed in fireworks photos. 

A word of caution: Do not use strobe 
or flash — you can't light up the sky! 

You are now ready, camera on a 
tripod, aperture all set and the focusing 
scale set at infinity. 


REMEMBER TO OPEN the shutter 
when the fireworks trail appears in the 
sky, which would be a few seconds 
before the big burst. Leave the shutter 
open the entire time and close it after 
the burst disappears. This will allow 
you to get all the streamers coming 
down 

At this point, you can either leave the 
film without advancing for multiple 
exposures or advance for the next shot 
[like to get at least four to six bursts on 


one exposure. oH 


U.S. stamp honors 


garden of friendship

PERHAPS THE MOST evident re- 
minder of 150 years of friendship 
between the United States and Canada 
is the International Peace Garden, a 
kaleidoscope of flowers, structures and 
trails on 2,339 acres straddling the 
border of North Dakota and Manitoba, 
a province of Canada 


The U.S. Postal Service observed the 
50th anniversary of the garden Wednes- 
day with a 2cent stamp featuring a 
maple leaf and a red rose. First-day 
ceremonies were held at the garden, 
which is 13 miles north of Dunseith, 
N.C., and 16 miles south of Boissevain, 
Manitoba. Both towns serve as the 
garden's mailing address. 


The idea for the garden, which is 45 
miles north of Rugby, N.D., the geog- 
raphical center of North America, was 
presented in 1928 by Dr. Henry J 
Moore, a horticulturiest of Islington, 
Ontario, during a meeting of gardeners 
in Greenwich, Conn. 


Moore proposed a garden on the 
international boundary line ‘where the 
people of the two countries could share 
the glories found in a lovely garden and 
the pleasures found in warm friend- 
ships.”” 


THE NEXT YEAR, Moore spoke in 
Toronto at a meeting of the National 
Association of Gardeners of the United 
States (now the Professional Grounds 
Management Association) and again 
suggested the garden. The association 
approved his plan, a committee was 
formed and the present site was 
selected 


On July 14, 1932, a caim of native 


stone formed at the entrance of the 
park was dedicated. The inscription 
reads: “To God and His glory, we two 
nations dedicate this garden and pledge 
ourselves that as long as men shall live, 
we will not take up arms against one 
another.” More than 50,000 attended the 
dedication. . 

North Dakota purchased 888 acres 
and Manitoba 1,451 acres and ceded the 
land to a nonprofit group organizing the 
garden. In 1934, the United States 
established a Civilian Conservation 
Corps camp at the garden and workers 
cleared away land, built Lake Udall 
Dam, a lodge and picnic areas. It has 
been in the last 20 years, however, 
that most of the structures and im- 
provements have been installed. 

Attractions include an entrance gate 
on the border, an 18-foot electrically 
powered clock, a 120-foot-high peace 
tower, a carillon bell tower, a peace 
chapel, an amphitheater, a pavilion, an 
arboretum, an auditorium and recrea- 
tional facilities. Athletic and music 
camps also are held at the garden. 

The peace garden stamp was printed 
in yellow, red, green, black and brown, 
with 50 stamps per pane and two groups 
of plate numbers.

Characterized by an 
exotic aroma stronger than the actual 
fruit from which they are made, one 
senses each drop represents an entire 
orchard of flavor. White alcohol fails to 
conjure up the proper images of these 
ambrosial convections for the label is 
too sterile. To label them as liqueurs is 
simplistic; to refer to these glorious 
sipping sensations as the “water of 
life” is only appropriate. 

Made from 100 percent unadulter- 
ated fruit, these brandies, to be served 
after a meal, are expensive because the 
ratio of fruit used to liquid obtained is 
exceedingly spare. For example, 
Kirsch, perhaps the best known of the

The preparation process is also 
costly, for crushing and fermenting the 
fruit is followed by distillation, then

precious liquid. Regular brandies age 
in wood. thus adding the color and side 
flavor. Eaux-de-vie is then allowed to 
age through oxidation. Further, the 
high quality fruit has to be at full 
ripeness when picked, plus the vint- 
ner’s expertise has to be impeccably 
skillful in order to create this gas- 
tronomic greatness. 


MY FIRST EXPERIENCE with 
eaux-de-vie came 12 years ago in 
Berne, Switzerland, when after dinner 
a friend and colleague ordered an array 
of fruit brandies for our party to 
sample. As a Swiss native, the host 
proudly presented some of his country’s 
finest products. His enthused attitude 
set the stage for our forthcoming treat. 
We knew he was sharing a special 
experience. We were instructed to 
place a sugar cube between our front 
teeth. All shared in the small glasses of 
cold crystal liquid. Tasted were 
Mirabelle (yellow plum), Poire (pear), 
Framboise (raspberry), Kirsch (cherry) 
and Peche (peach). The experience was 
overwhelming because each new sensa- 
tion impacted its fruity essence upon 
our sense. 


Sipping the “‘waters of life” by the 
rushing Aare River. which had just 
given forth fish for our dinner, on a 
warm summer evening is the best 
possible introduction to these refresh 
ments. A feeling of well-being per- 
meated the area; the ambience of good 
friends and good drink lent a superla- 
tive climax to the evening's meal. To 
this day my favorite fruit brandy 
remains the one | singled out then; 
Poire Williams. Furthermore, it is far 
tastier than eating a real pear! The 
friend is gone now, but the memories of 
that thoughtful introduction to one of 
the world’s greatest gustatory pleas- 
ures holds a special place in my heart 
and in my taste memory. 


CLEAR FRUIT BRANDIES are 
made in France, Germany and Switzer- 
land as well as a few other European 
countries. An occasional pale imitation 
is manufacturered in the United States. 
Avoid these if truly interested in an 
Epicurean experience, for the Ameri- 
can counterparts show thin, languid 
and perfumey. Best examples of the 
white alcohol for the adventurous 
connoisseurs can be obtained at the 
State Wine Store in Trolley Square in 
the champagne, liqueurs and aperitif 
section to the left of the front door on 
the shelves against the wall. 

Trimbach, the Alsatian vintner of 
long standing and excellent reputation, 
makes some of the best fruit brandies in 
the world. Carried locally are Fram- 
boise at $27.30 a fifth, and Mirabelle at 
$23.15 a fifth. Each is an excellent 


representation of the dry, clean aroma- 
tie qualities of a superb fruit brandy 
Each refreshes the palate, adds to the 
digestive process and satisfies the 
craving for a special finish to a special 
meal, Trimbach also markets pear 
and raspberry-colored fruit brandies at 
$23.15 a fifth. The latier is especially 
good in champagne. Kirschwasser, 
$33.45 a fifth, by Dettling, likewise, 
displays the superior attributes of a 
well-made colorless fruit brandy. Un- 
fortunately, Poire Williams is at this 
time out of stock at the wine specialty 
store. However, this selection consti- 
tutes an above-average variety for a 
good American wine store, whether 
privately owned or state controlled. 


Serve fruit brandies in a small 
after-dinner drink glass, preferably one 
with a tall stem so the crystal qualities 
of the liquid can be observed. Don't 
chill the brandy too cold for the flavors 
will be masked; rather chill the glass, 
then pour the brandy into it. Wait until 
after all food is served before present- 
ing the brandies. They will aggrandize 
an already superb dinner. However, 
there is no need to serve more than one 
fruit brandy unless you wish to conduct 
a tasting. What a change of pace this 
presents when guests are expecting the 
typical stock, sweet, highly caloric 
after-dinner drinks. Furthermore, they 
do help the stomach digest a rich meal, 
but don’t cause heart palpitations, 
indigestion or other symptoms pro- 
duced by regular colored brandies. 
What more could one ask?

New book tells all about oak hybridization 


“OAK HYBRIDIZATION at the University of 
Utah" by Walter P. Cottam, J. M. Tucker, and F. S 
Santamour, Jr., is a new book just published on the 
research of Dr. Cottam on oak hybridization. 
Published by the State Arboretum of Utah, it is the 
first of a series of contributions on various 
botanical-horticultural subjects to be issued periodi- 
cally by the State Arboretum, according to Richard 
Hildreth, director. 


A planting of these unique oak trees are in a grove 
“The Cottam Hybrid Oak Grove of the State 
Arboretum of Utah” which is situated in Red Butte 
Canyon and was officially dedicated by U. of U 
President David P. Gardner on Sept. 24, 1977. The 
book, which can be obtained for $15 in hardback 
cover and $10 in paperback, can be obtained from the 
office of the State Arboretum of Utah at the U. of U. 

It tells the story of Dr. Cottom’s research on oaks 
from the beginning and has many illustrations and 
drawings. All funds received from the sale of the book 
will be used to continue Dr. Cottam’s oak hybridizing 
program at the University. Uniform garden test plots 
have already been established in various parts of the 
United States for an evaluation of these oaks. 
Superior oak specimens for street trees, park 
freeway, urban, residential and pastoral uses will 
probably result from the program.

IF SPURGE AND crabgrass in your lawn are all 
you have to worry about you're in pretty good shape. 
These weeds are not a disaster They are just an 
irritation, plus a reflection on your lawn manage- 
ment practices. Best chemical control of these and 
some other annual weeds in turf is an application of 
pre-emergence herbicide, such as dacthal, benefin, 
betason and some others, before the seeds germinate 
in late April or early May. 


These herbicides come mixed with fertilizers for 
easy and uniform application or they can be applied 
separately, They must be in contact with the soil 
when the weed seeds are germinating to be affective 
If the weed seedlings are up it is too late for 
pre-emergence herbicides to control them. 

Hand pulling of crabgrass seedlings may sound 
ridiculous but for a few scattered plants on a small 
lawn it is entirely practical. Just go over the turf once 
a week and yank out the young plants. It is not easy 
but it prevents seed production and the repeated 
bending may help reduce your waist line. 

SPURGE CAN ALSO be pulled by hand, much 
easier than crabgrass, but a thick stand is quite 
discouraging. For a few isolated plants hand weeding 
is tolerable, but extensive masses can be subdued, 
but not always killed with a 2,4-D spray. A bit higher 
dosage than is suggested for dandelions on the label 
seems to be required to stop spurge in its tracks and a 
second or third application at 14 to 21 day intervals 
may be necessary to catch any that come up or failed 
to respond to the first application. 


Properly treated plants fail to set seed even 


though they may not die. That is about as you can 
expect from 2,4-D on spurge. Delay irrigation for a 
few days after treatment to avoid washing off the 
herbicide. 

A low cut, thin, weak turf is an open invitation to 
weed invasion. A high cut, thick lawn is the best weed 
deterent. In fact, if a low budget is a restricting 
factor, spend the limited funds for nitrogen fertilizer 
for the lawn rather than herbicide and raise the 
cutting height of the mower to two inches. By so doing 
the lawn will be in a favorable condition to compete 
with the weeds and the good appearance will permit 
overlooking the few that survive. 

If crabgrass and spurge have passed you by and 
you know not what they look like, take the spare time 
you've saved in their control to count your blessings.

WALL MOUNT SINK

HERE'S NEW toggle bolt that re- 
mains in place in the wall so the bolt 
can be removed at will without the fear 
of having the toggle drop down behind 
the wall. Called the Toggler Bolt 
(Mechanical Plastics Corp., Box 328, 
Pleasantville, N.Y. 10570), it is intended 
for heavy-duty installation and is avail- 
able in four sizes to accommodate 
s/einch-diameter to ‘%-inch-diameter 
bolts and can be used in hollow walls up 
to three inches thick. . daa 


The toggle (the threaded section that 
fits behind the wall) is attached to a 
plastic frame that has a loop on the end 
so the toggle can be pulled tight up 
against the inside surface of the wall or 
ceiling. These very desirable feats are 
just not possible with the gravity or 
spring-wing type toggles. Another im- 
portant feature is that the toggle can be 
rotated by twisting the loop so it can 
rest in any position.

Herb Butter Basted Turkey Breast

1 stick (% cup) butter, melted

The key to deboning is to use 
extremely sharp knives 

Thaw frozen turkey in the re. 
frigerator for four days; the inside 
should still be icy. Cut legs and wings 
off at first joint. These are very good 
barbecued. Start at the back of the 
turkey, cutting a slit down the middle 
from the top to the bottom. Cut as close 
to the carcass as possible, cutting 
evenly on both sides as you go. When 
you come to the wings and legs, cut 
around and down the bones and pull the 
wing and leg bones out of the meat as 
you would take an arm out of the sleeve 
of a coat. Try to cut the skin of the 
turkey as little as possible. The skin is 
important for making a turkey roll or 
roast 

When all the meat is cut from the 
carcass, lay the meat out, skin-side 
down. You will note that the breast 
meat is much thicker than the rest. Cut 
two or three fillets off and save for 
Italian Fried Turkey, Cream of Turkey, 
Fried Turkey, etc. As you look at the 
meat you will see places of thick and 
thin meat. Cut the thick meat off and 
place where there is not as much meat, 
to even it up. You are now ready to 
make a turkey roll 

Turkey Roll 
1 de-boned turkey, prepared for mak- 
ing into a roll 
Kitchen string, cut in pieces the 
width of the turkey 

Slide kitchen string under the skin of 
the turkey every inch, for the length of 
the turkey. Roll turkey up as you would 
a jelly roll and tie the strings. Cut the 
roll into the size of roasts desired, % to 
l-inch for each serving. Brush the skin 
with cooking oil. 

Roast in a covered dish or pan at 250 
to 275 degrees for 4 hours; uncover for 
last half hour and increase heat to 350 
degrees to brown the meat. Cool 
slightly before cutting. You will have 
great drippings left in the bottom of the 
pan for making gravy. 

One turkey (25 pounds) will serve 
from 25 to 30 people from this Turkey 
Roll alone 


For a great treat, prepare your 
favorite stuffing recipe (with an egg to 
hold the stuffing together) and spread 
about %-inch thick over de-boned 
turkey to be rolled. Then roll, tie and 
bake as you would an unstuffed turkey 
roll, until done. 


Barbecued Turkey Legs or Wings 
4% pounds turkey legs or wings 
6 tablespoons shortening, melted 
1 cup barbecue sauce 


Arrange turkey legs or wings in 
greased baking dish. Cover with melted 
shortening and barbecue sauce. Bake in 
oven (350 degrees) for 1 hour, or until 
done. Pieces may be placed on bar- 
becue grill and cooked over hot coals, 
turning and basting often, unti] done.

MT. DESERET ISLAND, MAINE — 
There is one place in the Pine Tree 
State about which a visitor may be 
excused if he uses superlatives to 
describe it. Such a place is Acadia 
National Park, comprising the “‘lion’s 
share’’ of this off-shore island on the 
Maine coast. Colorful phrases, such as 
“Green waves . . . pink granite moun- 
tains . spruce-fringed lakes . . . the 
wind whispering in the trees ... a 
startled fawn. . ."" — these and count- 
less other memorable sights become a 
reality here for some three million 
visitors annually. 

Its history is as old as history itself. 

Occupied by Indians before the Egyp- 
tian pyramids were built, they first saw 
the white man when famed explorers 
Sieur de Monts and Samuel de Champ- 
lain unfurled the French tricolor on the 
island in 1604. But it wasn't until about 
300 years later that a group of local 
citizens, intent upon preserving the 
natural beauty of the area, donated a 
portion of it to the government for a 
national park, an offer that was 
officially accepted in 1916. It thus 
became the first national park east of 
the Mississippi — the smallest in the 
national park system, but one of the 


most popular. It is not without good 
reason that Mt. Desert Island is 
referred to as ‘‘America’s Most Beauti- 
ful Island.” 


Eighteen Mountains in the area, 
lorded over by majestic Cadillac — first 
spot of land on the entire East Coast to 
greet the rising sun — together with 
numerous lakes and ponds, woodland 
trails and craggy, towering cliffs, not to 
mention numerous birds, flora and 
fauna, are embraced in Acadia’s more 
than 30,000 acres. 


Circling the park is dramatic Ocean 
Drive, affording a 25-mile route that 
skirts the ocean, providing breath- 
taking glimpses of the grand sweep of 
the sea; towering mountains; cool, 
serene forests; and soaring, wave 
battered cliffs, loudly claimed by 
soaring seagulls as their private do- 
main. This dramatic drive is not to 
exclude a memorable trip to the 
summit of Cadillac Mountain, a “must” 
for everyone. 


Bar Harbor, the largest and most 
picturesque community on the island, 
features many shops, restaurants, 


boating facilities, art galleries and

The pinnacle of the Mayan civilization

COPAN, Honduras — It was here, 1,300 years ago, 
that the Mayan civilization reached its pinnacle of 
scientifie and creative achievement 


The astronomers of Copan, by the year 700 A.D., 
had worked out accurate eclipse timetables, calcu- 
lated the length of the tropical year and devised a 
formula to correct the calendar far more accurately 
than our own Gregorian leap year 

Copan's artists and architects were the most 
advanced in Middle America. Their strikingly 
original high-relief, figurative sculpture in huge, 
upright slabs of trachyte, a volcanic stone, show a 
leap forward from anything done simultaneously in 
other Mayan cities. And there is architectural 
sophistication in Copan’s pyramids, altars, courts 
and temples. 

SOUTHERNMOST OF THE Great Mayan cities, 
Copan sits alongside the Copan River in northwest 
Honduras, close to its border with Guatemala 

Copan flourished from 450 to 800 A.D., according 
to dates recorded on its structures, although 
predecessors of the city’s builders and inhabitants 
pie cad settled in the valley as long ago as 2000 

:C. 


It's an ideal location. Thick forest for structural 
timber, plenty of trachyte, a volcanic stone easily cut 
into building blocks, or carved and sculpted, with 
tools of harder stone (the Maya had no metal tools), 
ample game in the forest and fish in the river as well 
as remarkably fertile soil in the well-watered valley 
for the Mayans’ maize-centered agriculture.

which flows from near present-day Guatemala City 
to the Atlantic, was thus linked to the major Mayan 
trade routes that covered all Middle America and 
tied the great Mayan settlements together. Artifacts 
were found in Copan from northern Mexico to as far 
south as Columbia. 


With such bounteous surroundings, Copan's resi- 
dents didn't have to expend as much of their time and 
energy producing food and other necessities of 
survival as did the residents of other Mayan cities 
with less productive soil, archeologists reason. This 
freed a relatively large proportion of Copan’s people 
to follow other pursuits such as stone-carving, 
science, ceramics, painting, priesthood, architecture 
and politics, resulting in Copan’s eminence as the 
artistic and scientific center of the Mayan world 


Then, a part of the general Mayan mystery, the 
life of Copan stopped about 800 A.D. The city was 
simply abandoned, for no known reason. 


THOUGH. THERE WERE, still.many Mayans.) , 


living in the valley more than 700 years later, when 
the Spaniards arrived, the science, artistry, majesty 
and wisdom had long been forgotten and the city 
itself deserted to be reclaimed by the surrounding 
jungle. 

Several explorers made expeditions to the ruins, 
but nothing was done about them until 1838 when John 
Lloyd Stephens, the United States ambassador to 
Central America, visited the site. 


Overwhelmed with the remarkable preservation, 
extent and magnificence of the ruins, he made what 
had to be the greatest bargain since the purchase of 
Manhattan Island for a string of beads. Ambassador 
Stephens purchased the ruins of Copan from a local 
farmer for $50 


HE PUBLICIZED HIS find and in subsequent 
years there were several archeological expeditions to 
the site, including one by the Englishman Alfred P. 
Maudsley who, following the British pattern of 
colonial kleptomania, removed many of the sculp- 
tures to the British Museum. Since 1952 the site has 
been under the care and protection of the National 
Institute of Anthropology and History. 


Copan Archeological Park covers about 74,130 
acres overall (eight miles long and two wide), 
including the main ceremonial center of 75 acres 
which includes most of the temples, ball courts, 
plazas, stelae, pyramids, residences of the nobility 
and other principal structures, Countless mounds, 
stone ruins, stelae, calendar stones and smaller 
complexes are scattered among the surrounding 
hills, forests and along the river in the giant park 

Today the ceremonial center of Copan is part of a 
well-groomed park, carpeted with lawn that en- 
hances the spectacle of stone monoliths standing as

QUESTION: We are taking a family trip to New 
England this summer and would like to know about a 
tour that we heard about where you take a boat and 
can observe the fish in the area — though it's not a 
whale watch or a fishing trip. I believe it is a day trip 
that leaves from Groton, Conn. Do you have any 
information on such a boat cruise? 


ANSWER: The cruise you refer to may be one 
offered several times a week in summer by Project 
Oceanology, an oceanographic research project 
operated by a consortium of 22 public schools and 
colleges in Connecticut. 


During a cruise lasting two and half hours on the 
Enviro-Lab, a 50-foot wooden boat that is Coast 
Guard-approved and fully equipped as an oceanog. 
raphic research vessel, passengers can get a close 
look at perhaps 100 specimens of sea life brought up 
in a trawling net. Lobster pots are also pulled up and 
the crustaceans examined. Two marine scientists 
with training in marine biology and physical 
oceangraphy, as well as a captain accompany each 
group of no more than 40 passengers. 

Project Oceanology's Enviro-Lab debarks from 
359 Thames Street in Groton. Through Sept. 6 three 
cruises are offered on Saturday and Sunday: 9 a.m 
12 noon and 3 p.m. Two are offered on Monday and 
Wednesday: 10 a.m. and 1 p.m 


THE COST IS $7, $ for children. There are 
restrooms but no food facilities aboard (there is a 
snack bar and a restaurant in the building at 359 
Thames Street), The craft is accessible by wheel- 
chair, and passengers of all ages are welcome. For 
more information, call 203-448-1616 between 9 a.m. 
and 5 p.m. seven days a week 


Other attractions: At the same address in Groton is 
the U.S.S. Croaker, a World War II submarine, and a 
frigate called the Rose. The Croaker is open to 
visitors between 9 a.m. and 4:30 p.m. seven days a 
week. Admission is $3, $2 for the elderly and $1.50 for 
children. The Rose, a reproduction of a Revolutio- 
nary War ship of the same name, is open from 9 a.m. 
to 5 p.m, seven days a week; admission is $2, $1 for 
children. 


Within walking distance of the ships is Fort 
Griswold, which dates from 1754 and has been a state 
park since 1954 (free admission). From the fort's 
137-foot monument visitors can see much of Long 
Island and the sound as well as into the boatyard of 
General Dynamics’ submarine construction facility 
nearby. The fort also has a museum, original 
embankments and lots of space for children to run in 
Picnicking is permitted; restroom facilities are in a 
nearby city park 


Thames Street and Fort Griswold are easily 
reached by taking the Bridge Street exit from 
interstate 95 into Groton

To check on the basic 
reliability of an operator, write to the National Tour 
Brokers sociation (120 Kentucky Ave., Lexing 
ton, Ky. 40502) and ask for a copy of their 
membership brochure. Members of the association 
(85 percent of the country’s tour brokers or 
motorcoach-tour operators) are licensed and bonded 
by the Interstate Commerce Commission and 
subscribe to a standard of ethics formulated by the 
association. 


QUESTION: WE ARE planning a trip to Scan 
dinavia this summer and are concerned about the 
reported high cost of restaurant meals in those 
countries. Where can we get a list of restaurants with 
moderate prices for the cities of Oslo, Copenhagen 
and Stockholm? 


Answer: For a list of such restaurants in 
Copenhagen write to the Danish Tourist Board (75 
Rockefeller Plaza, New York, N.Y. 10019) and ask for 
the brochure called “Dan Menu," a list of restaurants 
that have agreed to offer two-course meals of 
traditional Danish food and coffee for about $6 a 
person not including alcoholic beverages. 


Though there is no similar listing for Oslo and 
Stockholm, you may write to the Norwegian-Swedish 
National Tourist Office (75 Rockefeller Plaza, New 
York, N.Y. 10019) and get a copy of their fact sheet 
“How to Cut Costs When Traveling in Norway and 
Sweden." The fact sheet offers advice on accommo- 
dations, sightseeing, rail and air travel as well as 
suggesting visitors look for the tourist menus posted 
in many restaurant windows. 


The Harvard Student Agencies’ “Let's Go: The 
Budget Guide to Europe” (a $6.9 paperback 
published by E.P. Dutton) remains an excellent 
source of information for travelers, whether student 
or not and whether on a budget or not. In its 1981-82 
edition its information on food in Stockholm begins 
with the candid statement: “Eating out on a tight 
budget in Stockholm is next to impossible; to make 
matters worse, many of the less expensive restaur- 
ants are closed in July. The guide goes on, however, 
to give a half-dozen specific restaurants or markets 
for budget meals. 

The guide’s advice on food in Oslo: “'Carnivores 
will have to invest hefty sums to appease their 
stomachs in Oslo. Good fresh fish dishes, however, 
are relatively inexpensive (20 to 25 kroner or $3.20 to 
$4 at current rates of exchange), and the city has two 
good vegetarian restaurants. Service and tax are 
always included.” Four restaurants are listed with 
addresses and hours and comments such as ‘Don’t 
be scared away by the fancy entrance” of the Casino

YOSEMITE NATIONAL 
PARK, Calif. — This valley 
should not be open to people. 


Yosemite was carved on 
such a scale and with such a 
design it is almost impossi- 
ble to comprehend. Few 
places can look like this. 
Few places can attest with 
such beauty to the geologic 
forces that have shaped our 
world, This valley simply is 
too awesome for humans to 
handle 


But it is a national park 
And that means it belongs to 
all the people of the nation. 
And boy, do they come to see 
it, Yosemite is consistently 
on anybody's list of the top 10 

creation sites in the United 
States. By midsummer, it 
will be armpit to elbow. And 
there’s the rub with national 
parks. You have these places 
of magnificent, uncivilzed 
beauty — Yosemite, the 
Grand Canyon, Yellowstone 
— and you cannot escape 
civilization. Nowhere is that 
more true than at Yosemite. 


Faced with this dilemma, 
how to cope?

But even in the spring, you 
cannot totally escape your 
fellow travelers. Nine in the 
morning at Yosemite, the 
middle of May, still a while 
off to the peak tourist sea- 
son, and the noises of 
humankind wake you up. 
Park trucks roaring about, 
kids screaming and running 
through the tall trees, bus- 
loads of folks from Dubuque 
and Los Angeles and Cleve- 
land coming onto the valley 
floor, loudspeaker-equipped 
tour trams echoing out the 
glories of the valley.

Visit Fossil Butte National Monument 


and look back 50 million years 


FOSSIL BUTTE National Monument in southwest 
Wyoming will be noting its 10th year as a member of 
the National Parks System on Oct. 23, but the at 
traction at this ruggedly impressive topographic 
feature dates back 50 million years! 


Fossil Butte today contains the most noteworthy 
record of freshwater fossil fish ever found in the 
United States. In fact, its only rival in scientific 
interest in the world is a fish quarry in Germany 


What today is an arid sand and limestone butte 
with scattered clumps of hearty prairie grass and 
Sagebrush was, during the Eocene Epoch, a 
subtropical marshland and inland lake. Where now 
pronghorn antelope, jackrabbits and rodents are 
found, 50 million years ago crocodiles and turtles 
basked in the sun. Snakes, lizards, clams, snails and 
small free-swimming shellfish could be found at the 
waters edge, and in the lake, large numbers of fish, 
many of them closely related to the perch, herring 
and stingray of today, swam. 


THE FOSSIL record at Fossil Butte reveals the 
healthy Eocene environment changed abruptly four 
times, with the area drying up each time. As the 
inhabitants of the lake died and settled undisturbed 
into the lake bottom, the fossilization process slowly 
began. Millions of years of sedimentary blankets 
gradually turned the lake bottom into hard rock, 
keeping intact the skeletons, their delicate fins and 
tail-rays and even their scales. 


Fossil Butte is located just north of U.S. Highway 
30N, 11 miles west of Kemmerer, At the base of the 
7,500 foot high butte are the brightly colored — red, 
purple, yellow and gray — beds of the Wasatch 
Formation. Eroded portions of these horizontal beds 
slope gradually upward from the valley floor and 
steepen abruptly. Overlying them and extending to 
the top of the Butte are the much steeper 
buff-to-white colored beds of the Green River 
Formation. The richest fossil deposits are found in

limestone layers about three feet thick which lie from 
30 to 300 feet below the varying surfaces of the Butte. 
‘The Green River Formation also contains very well 
preserved insect fossils in layers near the top of the 
Butte, fragments of a few birds and bats, plus many 
kinds of plant remains ranging from fossil palm and 
fern leaves to pollen, 

Visitors to Fossil Butte can journey to the old 
fossil quarries on the butte via an interpretive trail. A 
“must” stop is the visitor contact station where 
exhibits explain the geology and history of the area 
and where fossils extracted from the limestone beds 
can be viewed, Rangers can provide specific

directions and topographical maps to those who want 
to take extended hikes in the park. There are no 
designated trails except for the interpretive trail 
FOR VISITORS interested in actually getting 
down on their hands and knees and extracting fossils 
from a quarry, several private fossil beds are located 
close to the National Monument. At these privately 
owned areas, visitors can watch the work being done 
or participate themselves. Charges for such ac- 
tivities vary depending on the site, but most ‘‘quarry 
watching” is free. Those who participate in extract- 
ing fossils are usually charged on the basis of what 


they find, oH)

FLORENCE, Italy — Once, as a young reporter, I 
visited a factory where a widely known U.S. candy 
bar was made. The place was clean, and the candy 
was made of the best ingredients, including lots of 
real butter and genuine tooth-grabbing chocolate. 

At the time I entered the factory, if anybody had 
asked me, I would have named that candy bar as my 
all-time favorite 

But, since that visit, I have not been able to munch 
as much as one bar of that candy, its purity, 
wholesomeness and richness notwithstanding 

AND SO it goes with Florence and two of its 
principal museums. The Pitti Palace and Uffizi are 
so loaded with paintings that reflect the richness of 
Florence that you are in danger of becoming a little 
ill — overwhelmed and unable to tolerate the wealth 
of color and form 

By himself, for example, Raphael is a chocolate 
sundae of the art world. But when you place a group 
of his paintings in the same galleries with paintings 
by Veronese, De Sarto, Giorgione, Titian, Veronese, 
Rubens, Van Dyck, Velazquez, Caravaggio, Murillo 
and a host of other Renaissance artists (as happens in 
the Pitti Palace), you find the chocolate sundae is 
buried beneath a strawberry sundae, which is nestled 
under a banana split beneath a sacher torte from 
Vienna. 

It's all too much. 


‘THERE'S SO MUCH that you're apt to clutch your 
stomach and run outdoors, gasping for fresh air. 

But Florence and its art treasures are here, and 
one must approach them. Thus the question 
becomes: How? How does one visit the Uffizi and 
Pitti Palace without becoming overwhelmed by the 
juxtaposition of paintings that is so cloying? 


The answer: very carefully, lest your favorite

you no longer can stomach them 

ANY GOOD GUIDEBOOK should warn you of this 
danger and several do. But, even so, a further 
warning is not out of order 

Good advice would be not to overdose. The Uffizi 
for example, has perhaps the greatest collection of 
Botticelli painting in the world. (The Pitti Palace can 
make the same boast about the works of Raphael) 

So before entering one of these, it would be wise to 
san the guides and decide that you will settle for 
seeing this and this and this — but not that and that 
and that, for fear that you'll find yourself feeling 
smothered 

AFTER YOU'VE SEEN the paintings and sculp- 
tures you've chosen from the guidebooks or catalogs, 
run. Flee for your life. Find other, less cloying vistas. 

And these are easy to come by in Florence. 

In the case of the Pitti Palace, new vistas are right 
at hand. The back door will lead you to the Boboli 
Gardens, a treasure with a Renaissance flair and 
plenty of benches on which to sit, rest and expe! the 
cloying sweetness of so many rich paintings. 

IN THE CA‘ of the centrally located Uffizi, there 
are many cafes and restaurants in the area. There is 
even a plaza with benches where you may sit to 
people — watch and let the bulk of sweetness ooze 
away. 

Florence is great for walking, too, and a stroll 
along the Amo River banks and across the river by 
way of the celebrated Ponte Vecchio will clear your 
head and refresh your palate for more art. 


And, speaking of palates, Florence is a town for 
fine dining. You can hardly miss. The most ordinary 
restaurants offer cuisine of the area 

But you might miss. Some tour companies take 
their customers to a place called Ristorante Carcelli 
D' Oro at Via Luigi Alamanni x.

Athabaska Glacier 


Canada’s 


gigantic deep-f reeze

STANDING ON ICE 1,000 feet thick is not your 
every day experience but, on Canada’s Athasb: 
Glacier, hundreds of people each day walk or 
giant snowmobiles on such a sea of ice. 


‘The glacier is nearly six miles long and is the 
most easily accessible anywhere. The no-less 
spectacular Icefields Parkway is right at its toe 


Athabaska is a tongue of the massive Columbia 
Icefield, the largest accumulation of ice in the 
Rockies and one of the largest south of the Arctic 
Circle. It covers an area of nearly 150 square miles 
with ice as thick as 3,000 feet in places 


The Icefield straddles the Continental Divide. Its 
waters flow to the Pacific, Atlantic and Arctic 
Oceans. It separates Banff and Jasper National 
Parks as well as Alberta from British Columbia 

‘This amazing sea of ice is about half way between 
Jasper and Lake Louise along one of the world’s truly 
scenic highways, the Icefields Parkway. It is 143 
miles from Jasper to Lake Louise; another 36 miles 
to the popular resort town of Banff with its 
championship golf couse, hot springs and good 
accommodations. 


From Lake Louise to Jasper, the Icefields 
Parkway is a continuous series of awe-inspiring 
sights. There are snow-capped mountains all the way 
on both sides of the paved road. Rushing streams, 
high waterfalls and wildlife just beg to be photo- 
graphed. 


PARKS CANADA has established about 20 
viewpoints at particularly striking spots along the 
highway. Bighorn sheep, mountain goats, elks and 
bears are often seen at these spots but the wise 
traveller does not feed wild animals. It is against the 
law and can be dangerous, especially with bears. 


Although the Le ke Louise-Jasper distance can be 
covered easily in three hours, the average tourist 
should take the whole day. Even then, it's not enough 
time to take in all that is offered 


Banff, even though it is not quite on the Icefields 
Parkway, is the starting point of many who are 
headed for Jasper. 

It is a year-round resort, Canada’s oldest 
national park and it has some of the best ski facilities 
on the continent. The hot springs, the gondola ride up 
Sulphur Mountain and the famous golf course all 
attract their share of visitors. 


LAKE LOUISE also has first-class accomoda- 
tions and all necessary services. It is a much smaller 
town than Banff but, in splendor, it is just as big. 

Its lake is one of the most photographed 
anywhere and beautiful Moraine Lake, a short drive 
to the south in the Valley of the Ten Peaks, has had its 
outlet blocked by a landslide years ago. 


At the north end of the Icefield Parkway lies 
Jasper, a pretty town that offers about the same 
tourist amenities as Banff. 


WHILE BANFF is on the Trans-Canada High- 
way, Jasper is on the Yellowhead Highway which 
stretches from Manitoba to the Pacific Ocean. 


Athabaska and Sunwapta Falls, both in Jasper 
National Park, are popular rest stops. Eyes pop and 
cameras click at these two spots. The Athabaska 
River roars over both falls and thunders down the 
deep canyons eroded through the years. 


Mount Edith Cavell, named after the famous 
British nurse of the First World War, and Angell 
Glacier are both worth the short detour from the 
main highway. 

So are Maligne Canyon, Maligne Lake and 
Medicine Lake, a strange lake that puts on a 
disappearing act each summer. Boat cruises on 
Maligne Lake are special treats. 


THOSE WHO choose to stay a few days at Banff, 
Lake Louise or Jasper are in for a good time. Besides 
sightseeing, golf and bathing, they can fish, ride. 
bike, canoe, climb or just take it easy. 

Baniff Park has 700 miles of hiking trails and 
Jasper 400 miles, 

The 20 campgrounds between Banff and Jasper 
have a total of nearly 4,000 tent or trailer sites. All 
campground have kitchen shelters and most have 
piped water. 

It's first comié, first served at campgrounds and 
campers must. set up camp at.a designated spot, even 


on wilderness trails. 


The Icefield Parkway of Alberta, between 
Banff and Jasper, in Canada, is one 
continuous stretch of awe-inspiring 
panoramas. 


Both parks are open in winter although some of 
the facilities are of a seasonal nature. 

Many visitors fly to Calgary or Edmonton, rent a 
car or a recreational vehilce and tour at their own 
speed, Calgary is 81 miles from Banff while 
Edmonton is 225 miles from Jasper

Finally the law forbade 
discrimination in saloons. The Biltmore Men's Bar 
accepted women and then, its charter dispoiled 
closed its doors. 

THAT OTHER HOLDOUT, McSorley's Old Ale 
House, in a raunchy part of the city, survives on a 
co-ed basis. But why women want to travel to those 
neighborhoods for a beer remains a drinking person's 
mystery 

Now the bastion of the Barbizon is letting down the 
ropes, too. It is being turned into a spiffy hotel in 
what, as it turns out, is a spiffy section of town. The 
old hotel, named for the Barbizon school of painting 
(which was named for the Parisian suburb of 
Barbizon), is a certified Jandmark. It cannot be torn 
down, so it is being cleaned up. 


For over a century McSorley's Old Ale House in downtown New York was strictly for men 
It became a landmark for women's lib when it was the first men-only establishment to 
change its admittance rules and allow women inside. Here, a would-be customer 


ponders whether she should breach the 


When it emerges from a major face-lift in a few 
months it will accept men guests. But — and it is a big 
BUT — it will bed a hotel run by women where 
women from out of town, traveling alone, will be 
comfortable and safe 

“MOST HOTELS ARE designed with men in 
mind,” says David Teitelbaum, who speaks for the 
general partnership revamping the Barbizon. "Just 
because you put a skirt hanger in a room doesn't 
mean you're catering to women," he says. 


Attitudes were different in 1927 when the hotel 
opened. It functioned for more than 50 years, clinging 
to its Victorian attitudes. It was a repository for 
undergrads from the Seven Sisters Colleges 
Vassar, Smith, Mt. Holyoke, Wellesley, Bryn Mawr, 
Radcliffe and Barnard. It became, therefore, a great 
favorite with the men of Ivy League colle; which 
then only harbored male students. If there was any 
smooching it was confined to the library. Will that 
feature be retained? Teitelbaum says he hopes so, 

While the new version of the Barbizon will have a 
male manager, its marketing director, interior 
designer and design coordinator are all young 
women. By opening day it may even have a woman 
chef running the kitchen 

THE RESTAURANTS and a full-scale spa will 
ater to the individual quest traveling alone. A 
European-style bar will offer light foods. No single 
woman need fear she is encroaching on a saloon with 
spittoons. Pink marble will soften the walls in the bar 
and lobby 

Rooms are being equipped with makeup lights

be placed in rooms. Hair dryers, curlers and pressing 
irons are on call.

Hydroaerobic class, water volleyball and lap 
swimming will all help keep the customers in shape 
So will Body Design by Gilda, which is slated to move 
into snazzy new quarters inside the hotel. Gilda aside 
there is a choice of Western massage (Swedish) or 
Eastern (shiatsu) where pressure is applied to 
specific places to redirect the flow of energy 

AFTER A $20 million body rebuilding program 
the Barbizon will open in the fall as a co-ed 
ansary with special attention to the comforts of 
women. 

Those trepid women who would come to New York 
but feel safer surrounded by females can seek 
quarters at the Martha Washington at 30 E. 30th 
Street in Manhattan. It opened in 1903 as the first 
women’s hotel in the U.S, and with things going the 
way they are it may regain that title 

Named for the first lady, the Martha Washington 
has 451 rooms, permits no men above the lobby, and 
locks its front doors at midnight. While it hires 
bellmen, male engineers and housemen. well as 
some room clerks, it is run by a woman manager. 


The Martha Washington may well be the last 
single-sex stronghold in the wicked city. Even New

majestic monuments to a remarkable civilization. 


VISITORS ENTER THE park from the west side 
through a metal gate (guarded by four outrageously 
colorful parrots sitting on the fence top) onto what 
was the Great Plaza, a wide expanse surrounded on 
three sides by tiers of stone seats, probably an 
amphitheater. Carved and dated stelae dot this 
expanse, huge slabs of volcanic stone, carved so 
deeply that in some instances they take on the 
three-dimensional aspect of sculpture. 


One portrays a woman, but most of the others 
show men standing upright, arms bent and hands 
close to the chests, carrying the scepter of authority 
in the crook of their arms. Elaborate plumed 
headdresses, wrist bands, anklets, loincloths, san- 
dals, earrings, necklaces and penedants are carved 
in exquisite detail. Hieroglyphs cover the backs and 
sides of the stone. And all space not used for the main 
figure is taken up with a profusion of plants, snakes 
birds, warriors and gods 


There is the Ball Court, where Mayan athletes 
competed before thousands of spectators, and 
immediately south of it the Hieroglyphic Stairway, 
climbing a still-unexcavated mound. It is 30 feet wide 
and 63 steps high, each block inscribed with a 
different hieroglyph, 2,500 in all. Only 10 of the 63 
steps were found intact and, in restoration of the 
stairway, archeologists had no way of knowing the 
original order of the blocks, so the possibility of 
deciphering the whole text and adding to knowledge 
of the city and its history, was lost. Dates were 
deciphered, indicating the stairway was built 
between 544 and 756 A.D. 

ANOTHER FLIGHT of steps leads up to the 
Temple of Inscriptions and a carved stone head, the 
“Old Man of Copan," with protruding eyeballs and 
two incisors hanging over his lower lip to add menace 
to the powerful face. Another stairway is flanked by 
stone jaguars and the entrance to the Temple of 
Meditation is designed in the shape of the open mouth 
of a serpent, complete with fangs. 

On the east side of the western court is the 
controversial Altar Q, which has been called a ‘‘stone 
photo” of the ‘Copan Academy of Sciences,” an 
assembly of 16 Mayan scientists facing a central 
date. 


One authprity, Eric Thompson, has suggested the 
figures represent scientists from all over the Maya 
world gathered for the ‘First Astronomical Confer- 
ence” at which calendar reform took place. It is 
known, in fact, that the reform was quickly affected 
throughout the Mayan civilization. 

The Copan ruins can be reached in a four and a 
half hour drive by car or bus from San Pedro Sula, by 
chartered light plane or package bus tours from both 
San Pedro and Tegucigalpa, capital city of Honduras.

Jam tired, in fact, of famous Ameri- 
cans. Famous Americans promoting 
famous ( but not necessarily watchable) 
TV shows and being sighted leaving 
Jamous places with famous people other 
than their famous spouses. Sometimes 
i seems that there are more famous 
Americans in the world than there are 
obscure Chinese 

What we lose sight of, if we stare 
too long at the famous. is that this 
country still has an abundance of real 
Americans. { don't mean the television 
commodity known as “real people.” 
the kind of folks who train spiders or 
have a knack for eating golf balls. Nor 
do | mean people who would like 10 
See a law passed requiring everyone 
in this and every other country to sing 
“The Star Spangled Banner” every 
morning. No. | mean people who would 
make the faces on Mt. Rushmore grin 

Photographer Slick Lawson and | 
set out to find such Americans. We 
flew into eastern Kentucky in a light 
plane and saw up close how strip mines 
have gouged the hills, and then we met 
Joe Begley, who doesn’ t take to seeing 
the land gouged. Looking for a former 
refugee, Manolo Reves, we got direc- 
tions from a Hispanic-American whose 
pride in being the neighborhood's most 
bilingual gas-station employee was as 
manifest as the | p.m. sun. As we 
drove toward Hatch, N.M., to meet 
Davene Bennett—an original Ameri- 
can who has mothered just about every 
ethnic strain of American child—the 
Space Shuttle came to earth across 
our bow 

We did consult a few famous people 
—Studs Terkel recommended Joe Beg- 
lev—but the Americans we were 
looking for had to have some distinc- 
tion other than celebrity. We wanted 
five persons who, taken together, would 
evoke the vigorous everyday multifari- 
ousness of a hustling, nurturing. quirky, 
worldly, other-worldly, motley, salty, 
disputatious country. We found one 
who went to law school with Fidel 
Castro; one who is not quite ready for 
an angel's wings; and another who 
has millions of dollars riding on wings 
of graphite and epoxy 

“Miami is not a melting pot:’ Manolo 
Reyes told us. “Itis a salad bowl. The 
different vegetables keep their shape 
But they are all in the same salad.” 
Change “Miami” to “America.” and 
here are five people I'm proud to be in 
the same salad with

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avene Bennett's kids have 
been Apache. Laguna 
Pueblo, Hopi. Choctaw, 
Chicano, black. Anglo, 
Chinese, Japanese, Fili 
pino and Korean: 181 of 
them in all. She and they have also 
raised somewhere in excess of 40 
horses, from mustangs to Arabians 
She is a full-blooded Cherokee herself 

“Lots of “em come here pretty 
prejudiced.” she says. “But after they 
live together a few months, they forget 
about it. It’s kind of international here 
but I don’t think about shose differences 
until somebody asks me about it.” 

It was 35 years ago. when she was 
living in Carlsbad. N.M_. that Davene 
now 58, took in her first two foster 
kids, to go with her three natural ones 
She was divorced in 1961, but she 
continued to take on new charges 
Since 1964, she has reined herd on 
anywhere from seven to 18 foster kids 
at “Casa de Paz,” a 13-room concrete- 
and-rock building in Hatch, N.M 

Some stay only briefly before they ‘re 
reunited with their natural parents 
Others stay as long as 12 years. Most 
of them are abused. neglected, delin 
quent before they come to Davene. 
but she sounds surprised when asked 


Manolo Reyes, a man who has made 
the American dream come true. 


if she’s ever had any trouble loving 
any of them. She's only sent one back — 
a girl who needed psychological coun 
seling. which she couldn't getin Hatch 
What the kids of Casa de Paz do get 
is exposure to animals. “The kids lear 
to show affection for their horses and 
dogs. where they can’t with people.” 
she says. “And they learn to take on 


responsibility. Most of ‘em never had 
to do anything they didn’t want to 
Here, they have chores.” 

“Children and horses are alike in 
that you have to have the upper hand 
with both.” she says. “And they both 
try to please. If they re made to respect 
you, they both respond favorably. If 
not. they both give you a hard time.” 

Every summer, limited finances per 
mitting. Davene takes the kids on a 
several-week horseback pilgrimage 
through the New Mexico outback. One 
year they were out for three months 
The kids all call her “Mom.” When 
one of them leaves, she says, “it’s like 
losing one of your natural children, It 
never gets any easier.” 

In Flonda, you can buy a bumper 
sticker that says “Will the Last Ameri 
can to Leave Miami Bring the Flag 
With Him?” Whoever conceived that 
anti-Hispanic sentiment must not have 
met Miami's Dr. Manuel de Jesus Reyes 
Xiques—who has been the founder or 
the chairman or a director of every- 
thing from the local Cuban Sertoma 
Club to the Crime Commission of 
Greater Miami. If there is any classic 
example in this country of the civic 
booster-organizer. itis Manolo Reyes 

“When I left Cuba in 1960. I had a 


law practice and was sales manager of 
radio station CMQ, making 800 pesos 
a month when a peso was worth a 
dollar,” he says. “I came here with a 
wife and three children and one dollar 
in my pocket. I flew into Miami on the 
moming of Aug. 23 and analyzed the 
market 

“I didn’t have the diction for radio. 
So, TV. What was the best channel? I 
went directly that morning to the pur- 
chasing agent of Channel 4. | presented 
him with the idea of a Latin news 
show in Spanish. That was about 10 
a.m. I told him if I hadn't heard from 
him by | o'clock. I'd go to Channel 7 
They hired me at $100 a week. I put 
on the first program two weeks later. | 
did a daily show for 18 years. I was the 
first to announce in the United States 
the presence of Soviet troops in Cuba 
If you were caught listening to my 
show in Cuba. you went to jail 

“Castro and I were ai the University 
of Havana together. always tangling 
He had his viewpoint. | had mine. He 
was always running around with a gun 
in his belt. You never saw him in class 

“Lwas never part of the Batista gov 
ernment. Batista was a dictator. Under 
Batista, the people saw with one eye 
Under Castro. they are blind. The 


Cuban people want to see with two 
oe 

In 1977, Manolo's news show won 
an Emmy. He had a juris doctor de- 
gree from the University of Havana. 
but he decided to get one from the 
University of Miami too. While he 
was at it, he left television to become 
vice president in charge of public re 
Jations at Palmetto General Hospital. 
which was regarded as inhospitable 
by Hispanics in the surrounding com. 
munity. He changed that perception. 

“I said I would become a citizen the 
day | heard the national anthem and 
tears came to my eyes.” he says. “I 
wanted to feel it. | was one of the guys 
who founded the Latin YMCA here 
We held a party for Vietnamese refu- 
gee children in Miami. People said. 
Manolo, they won't understand” I 
said, “There is an international lan- 
guage of balloons and gum and little 
rabbits.” And I told those children and 
their parents. “This is a nation formed 
by refugees. You are in the first chap- 
ter of American history.” 

“And I saw the flag. And I thought 
of my children: Manny Reyes. a mid- 
die linebacker drafted by the Dolphins: 
his neck is 20 inches. he’s a monster. 
Now he runs a jewelry store. My daugh-

taken the main stream. I now realize 
what is the American dream. I be- 
came an American citizen.” That was 
in 1975 
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In 1976 and “77. he headed a citi 
zenship dnve among Miami Latins. 
On July 4, 1976. the largest swearing 
in ceremony in U.S. history natural- 
ized 7149 Miamians. In 1977, about 
22.000 more became ciuzens 

One of Nellie May Rowe's master 
pieces. done in pencil and felt-tip pen 
and crayon. is called “Pig on the Ex 
pressway.” Others are harder to sum 
up. “That's a cat standin’ in a peach 
she says, or, “That's a blue thing | 
drawed. with long claws. I just drawed 
the animal. | don’t know what he is 
But it’s him 

“Lcan just look and see something 
on the wall,” she declares. “Be so 
plain to me. And if | got a pencil, | 
draw it. You know what? Sometimes | 
be asleep at night. And using my pen 
cil. Wake up and find what I drawed. 
People try to tell me what rhey want 
me to draw. That ain't on my mind 
That's on theirs. | got things on my 
mind to draw. I'm different from every 
body else's drawin 

She has also sewed rag dolls—the 
size of small people—that are differ 
ent from anybody else's rag dolls. and 
she saves her used gum in coffee cans 
until there's enough to make what are 
perhaps the world’s only chewing-gum 
sculptures. Now, at 82. she is weakened 


by cancer. She ts still drawing. how 
ever, and now she knows that people 
around the world are seeing her art in 
mayor museums and at the World's 
Fair in Knoxville. For years she sold 
ber paintings for a few dollars. but 
now Judith Alexander of the Alexan 
der Gallery in Atlanta looks after her 
interests, and Nellie Mae no longer

has to live in her two-room shack in a 
small north Georgia town. Even so. 
she plans to stay there as long as her 
health permits. “I’m not trying to make 
anch person out of myself.” she says 
“Nooo. I'm doing what | love to do

People used to call me a hoodooer,” 
she says. “Come to have their fortune 
told. | said, ‘1 don’t know what a 
hoodooer do. | can’t tell you a thing 
but to do what I do: Go to God

fly to heaven on them. But | don’t

But before he could finish 
his lastinspirauon—the nine-passenger 
Lear Fan jet—he died of leukemia at 
the age of 75. “Mom.” he said to 
Moya on his deathbed. in her arms 
“be sure this plane goes forward 

That was four years ago. Moya was 
62. and she had spent the 36 years of 
their marmage as a housewife and moth: 
er She had never chaired anything 
before—"just kept the coftee pot hot 
she says. Her children were grown 
Without the husband she had been so 
close to. she was inclined, she says 
cheerily, to end her own life with the 
sleeping pills she had “squirreled away 

But that wouldn't have been the 
loyal thing todo. She resolved to “keep 
Bill's gang together” and to make sure 
the Lear Fan went not only forward 
but up 

So she took over the company. When 
other family members protested Bill 
Lear's having left $6 million of his 
fortune toward the continuation of the 
Lear Fan project, she insisted that his 
wishes be followed. By keeping the 
company alive. she saved the jobs of 
3M employees She also took it upon 
herself to keep their spirits high 

On Dec. 31. 1980, the first Lear 
Fan taxied down the runway. Employ 
ees and their families cheered. But the 
tires burned out. and the takeoff had 
to be delayed overnight 

For the right den mother, however 
even the calendar will bend. When 
the plane flew on New Year's Day 
I981, the British—who contributed 
$50 million to finance the project. on 
condition that a working model could 
fly before 1981—officially congratu 
lated the Lear Fan for proving itself on 
Dec. 32. 1980 

It will be a year or so before the 
plane can be certified by the Federal 
Aviation Administration, But 265 or 
ders already have come in from com:

Last year was quite a different 
story. The White House proudly 
released the President's 70th 
birthday party guest list, which 
included such millionaire friends 
as the Walter Annenbergs, the 
William F Buckleys, the Justin 
Darts, the Armand Deutsches, 
the Thomas Joneses, the Henry 
Salvatoris, the James Stewarts, 
the William French Smiths, the 
Holmes Tuttles, the Charles Wicks, 
the William Wilsons, the Jack 
Wrathers and many others. 

This year, the White House has 
embarked on a public-relations 
blitz designed to restructure the 
Reagan image. Its basic method 
is to accentuate the positive and 
eliminate the negative. 

The major ingredient of the 
negative is the public perception 
that the Reagans care more for 
the wealthy segment of our soci- 
ety than for the blacks, the Hispan 
ics, the homeless and the poor. 

It is the job of the Reagan 
public relations apparatus— 
Michael Deaver, David Gergen, 
Larry Speakes, Sheila Tate and 
James Rosebush—to convince the 
nation that Nancy Reagan is 
more interested in drug abuse 
and the foster grandparents pro- 
gram than she is in the haute 
couture of Adolfo, James Galanos, 
David Hayes, Bill Blass and Jean 
Louis, the jewelry of Bulgari and 
Harry Winston or the interior 
decoration of Ted Graber.

the President's visit to a black 
family in Maryland or a black 
school in Chicago is more pub:

year, millions of Americans will try to 
change the way they look. A half- 
million will undergo cosmetic surgery, 
another 40 million will go on a diet, 
and multitudes will try contact lenses, 
jogging, facials or a new shade of 
lipstick. Some will be succumbing to 
a vain or neurotic fantasy, but most— 
whether they think of it that way or 
not—will be fighting prejudice. 

“Pretty as a picture.””“Plain as paint.” 
“Ugly as sin.” On the one hand, Amer- 
icans are brought up to believe beauty 
is in the eye of the beholder and only 
skin deep. But at the same time, so- 
cial scientists say, another value sys- 
tem is being subtly imparted. Fairy 
tales teach us that witches are ugly 
and beautiful little girls are good 
Cinderella was a beauty; her wicked 
sisters were ugly. The message is that 
looks do indeed matter, that the best 
an ugly duckling can hope for is some 
means of transformation that will turn 
her into a swan 

Long before other inequities— 
among them sex, intelligence, wealth.

talent, race and class—have slapped a 
child in the face, parents. playmates 
and teachers already have decided 
where the youngster rates in the beau- 
ty contest of life. And what they de- 
cide, all too often. is not just whether 
a child is good-looking or ugly but, 
based on his looks, whether he is good 
or bad. 

Such prejudice doesn't evaporate 
with maturity either, it infiltrates every 
aspect of a person’s life. In the hun- 
dreds of studies conducted in this 
burgeoning field. researchers have 
found that attractiveness helps people 
get dates, jobs, higher marks, higher 
salaries and, in some cases, a more 
favorable verdict from a jury 

Until recently, this pervasive bias 
was a taboo subject, says Dr. Thomas 
F. Cash, associate professor of psy- 
chology at Old Dominion University 
in Norfolk, Va. “There's been a feel- 
ing that this is not a nice thing to 
study,” he says, “a feeling that it’s 
almost anti-American. People who 
asked for cosmetic surgery were con- 
sidered sick. We have to quit denying 
that attractiveness doesn’t make a dif- 
ference. Damn it! It does make a 
difference!” 

Once the prejudice is acknowledged, 
say researchers, it can be fought. Psy- 
chologists advocate that men and 
women who feel they are victims of 
this type of discrimination use all avail- 
able aids for improving their appear- 
ance, including plastic surgery. “Even 
the relatively small change of a nose 
job can cause people to consider a 
person a better personality,” says Dr. 
Cash. But more important, psycholo- 
gists stress. is the recognition that, 
finally, attractiveness is a reflection 
of an individual's sense of self. That 
fundamental feeling can produce an 
inner glow that compensates for the 
most imperfect features and really does 
change the way you are perceived by 
others. 

“It's the self-evaluation that counts,” 
says Cash. “Even good-looking peo- 


ple don’t necessarily have a good body 
image.” The self-image developed early 
in life often never changes, even if the 
outward appearance does. It is there- 
fore important, say the psychologists, 
for parents to supply their child with 
the necessary self-esteem to carry him 
through life sucessfully—regardless 
of looks.

Unfortunately, many who should 
be nurturing that self-esteem instead 
perpetuate society’s prejudice against 
the unattractive 

Here are some of the things research- 
ers have discovered: 

Mothers of attractive babies hold, 
cuddle and kiss them more than the 
mothers of unattractive babies do. Dr. 
Gerald Adams of Utah State Universi- 
ty at Logan describes a 4-year-old 
whose nose. part of a cheek and one 
ear had been bitten off by a dog. “All 
of a sudden,” says Dr. Adams, “the 
parents behaved differently with the 
boy. They didn’t hug and touch him as 
much as before, and they didn’t smile 
at him anymore.” 

Adults rate the more serious trans- 
gressions of attractive children as tem- 
porary and unserious, according to a 
study by Dr. Karen Dion at the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota. The same trans- 


gressions by unattractive children are 
seen as chronic, basic character flaws 
Dr. Adams says that while parents use 
reasoning and vocal reprimands for 
attractive children, they tend to use 
more discipline and physical punish- 
ment on those who are unattractive 

Nursery school children also dis- 
criminate against their homely play- 
mates. According to a study conducted 
by Dr. Dion and Dr. Ellen Berscheid 
at the University of Minnesota, unat- 
tractive children are seen by their peers 
as frightening and quarrelsome or as 
crybabies, while attractive children are 
seen as more independent and fearless. 

In another study, conducted by Drs 
Elaine Hatfield and Margaret Clifford 
at the University of Wisconsin, fifth- 
grade teachers predicted that attrac- 
live children would have higher intel- 
ligence, greater popularity and higher 
academic achievement 

“The cute, cuddly kids get more 
attention,” says a New York City school 
teacher. “They give sensitivity train- 
ing to teachers to protect minorities 
They should do it for this.”

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Stereotyping persists into early adult- 
hood. Subjects in one study were told 
to rate a group of adults on the basis of 
photographs. The attractive people were 
described as sexually warmer. more 
interesting, sociable and sincere. and 
having a better character. “They ex- 
pected attractive people to .. . have hap- 
pier marriages and enjoy more fulfill- 
ing careers,” wrote Drs. Berscheid, 
Dion and Hatfield in a report titled 
“What Is Beautiful Is Good.” 

Good looks also influence those who 
hire. Dr. Judith Waters. a professor of 
psychology at Fairleigh Dickinson Uni- 
versity in Rutherford. N.J., studied 
the reactions of personnel managers 
and employment counselors in New 
York. Chicago and Los Angeles to 
pictures of female job applicants. She 
found that subtle changes in hair color, 
style and makeup, which made a 
woman more professional-looking, 
could mean salary increases of from 8 
percent to 20 percent 

But the prejudice also can work the 
other way, stereotyping the beautiful 
just as falsely and making them less 
desirable for certain jobs. Often. says 
Dr. Cash, very beautiful people are 
perceived as self-centered or vain. And 
they do have trouble being taken 
seriously 

“Beautiful women are seen as more 
feminine.” maintains Cash, “but that 
causes people to stereotype them as 
having both the good and bad quali 
ties we attach to the feminine stereo- 
type.” For instance, ina study by Cash, 
personnel workers rated attractive 
women as less qualified than unattrac- 


tive women for traditional men’s jobs. 
such as auto sales or hardware clerk 

Similarly, researchers have found 
that attractiveness can be a handicap 
for women seeking high-level manage- 
ment jobs, according to a study at the 
Yale School of Organization and Man- 
agement by Madeline Heilman and 
Lois Sarawatari. “There is a penalty 
to being good-looking.” says Dr. Enka 
Freeman, a New York City psychoan- 
alyst. “They won t let you into the top 
because they expect you to use your 
looks and to play games.” On the other 
hand. she admits, “If you have to suf- 
fer from a stereotype. that s the least 
worst one to be saddled with.” 

Most researchers agree that one of 
the most important areas of future stud- 
ies will be determining the effect of 
this prejudice on a homely man’s or 
woman's personality. Studies seem to 
indicate that society's negative expec- 
tations can be self-fulfilling 

In Utah, Dr. Adams has found that 
unattractive college students tend to 
be more aggressive, manipulztive and 
deceptive. “I think it's because they ‘ve 
been socialized to act this way,” he 
says. “If we expect them to behave 
this way in childhood. it's manifested 
in adulthood.”

Altering a person's looks by cos- 
metic surgery has been found to im: 
prove social behavior. In a study at 
Johns Hopkins University. 94 percent 
of patients with personality problems 
and minimal deformities showed a fa- 
vorable psychological change within 
six months after surgery. In a study at 
the University of Virginia Medical Cen: 
ter. even patients with severe congeni- 
tal deformities showed improved emo- 


tional health after surgery. The change, 
however, had to occur early enough in 
order to make a difference. say Drs. 
Milton T. Edgerton Jr. and Norman 
Knorr, who conducted the Virginia 
study. When changes were made after 
a patient reached adulthood, he tended 
to remain deeply depressive in mood 
and often required counseling. Other 
studies reportedly have shown that con- 
victs who undergo plastic surgery have 
a lower recidivism rate. sein Bure Gaelic

Researchers say they hope that as 
unattractive people confront the pre} 
udice, more of them will avoid emo- 
tional problems by making minor phys- 
ical changes or developing a healthy 
perspective about appearance 

In this day of plastic surgery. says 
Dr. Freeman. some facial irregulari- 
ties that make a person feel unattractive 
can easily be corrected. She believes 
that, whenever possible. the procedure 
should be encouraged, and adds: * You 
shouldn't send a little child flag-forward 
into a battle he or she is not equipped 
to fight.” 

The popularity of cosmetic surgery 
has been growing in this country, and 
doctors’ fees are now comparable to 
the cost of dental braces. A nose job 
can range from $1200 to $1800, ear 
tucks are $800 to $1200. and reshaping 
a receding chin costs about $750. 

Even after a physical change is made, 
however. the psychological attitude to- 
ward one’s appearance is critical. Doc- 
tors tell the patient seeking plastic 
Surgery that a new nose will not dras- 
tically change his life. It won't make 
him popular or more able to cope with 
deep-rooted problems that may have 
caused a poor self-image to begin with 
But by eliminating a painful source of 


insecurity, the operation can increase 
confidence, and that will make a dif- 
ference in the way he behaves and is 
seen by others 

But it is also important to remem- 
ber that surgery is not the only solution 

Some people manage to make them- 
selves over—from ugly duckling to 
swan—through acts of pure will. Meryl 
Streep. now a major star, considered 
herself an extremely homely child. At 
14, she says. she threw away her glasses 
and braces and bleached her hair 
blonde. It was necessary. she says, 
because “at that age, you want to con- 
form, be perfect, fit in.” She adds. 
“You make sure that you're not scaggy 
so that everyone doesn’t throw up when 
they look at you.” 

The general perception of good and 
bad looks also changes with me. 
“There's been a change in esthetic 
appreciation,” says Dr. Freeman. “In 
the days of Carole Lombard, we would 
have laughed at Barbra Streisand, or 
she would have . . . become a comedi- 
enne like Joan Davis.” But in 1982. 
Streisand is perceived as a serious ac- 
tress as well as a funny one 

Attractiveness, ultimately, has to 
do with how you feel about yourself. 
“Even a handicapped child doesn’t 
have to grow up [emotionally] scarred,” 
says Dr. Raymond Harrison, director 
of the mood clinic at Philadelphia's 
Center for Cognitive Therapy, who 
believes self-esteem results when the 
parent makes the child feel good 

On the face of it. attractive people 
ought to have felt happier than those 
less fortunately endowed. After all, as 
Drs. Berscheid and Hatfield have noted, 
they have “great access to the raw 
material from which a happy life could 
be devised.” But beautiful people can 
think themselves ugly. In fact. count- 
less studies have demonstrated that an 
individual is often the worst judge of 
his or her attractiveness 

In Philadelphia, Dr. Harrison has a 
patient who is extremely attractive but 
believes herself ugly. “Her father has 
always been denigrating of her,” he 
says, “and it’s almost impossible now 
to convince her that she’s beautiful.” 

“It's the conviction that matters.” 
says Dr. Freeman. “And that depends 
on the behavior of the parent. A girl 
who is her father’s favorite cannot fail 
A boy who is his mother's favorite 
cannot fail.” 

Freeman says she can change a per- 
son's appearance in just afew months” 
time by changing that person’s self- 
image. Her prescription? “The more 
sure you become of yourself, the more 
beautiful you become.”

Melor Sturua, Soviet correspondent in U.S.: He rearranges news our papers print. 


PROPAGANDA 


ow do you tell the people of 

one country what's going on 

in another? If you're the U.S 

correspondent of the Soviet 
newspaper /zvestia, the answer is fair- 
ly simple: You rearrange the news to 
suit your own purposes 

That's what 53-year-old Melor Sturua 
does. He’s/zvestia’ s senior correspon- 
dent in Washington and as such has 
the job of keeping at least 8 million 
Russian readers advised of what's hap- 
pening in the U.S. To define what he 
writes, he uses the term propaganda 
with no compunctions. 

“For propaganda to succeed,” he 
said over lunch at an expensive Wash 
ington restaurant, “the fact itself must 
be true. If the fact is true, then it is 
possible to believe the interpretation.” 

Interpreting the facts, Soviet report- 
ers in the U.S. depict this country 


pretty much as a lawless frontier. In 
the “crazy America” they write about, 
criminals roam the streets, unemployed 
workers stand in breadlines: pimps and 
pornographers work in broad daylight: 
and the nation’s youth squanders its 
life in an orgy of drugs. Except for the 
ruling elite, nobody is safe or happy. 

To draw this portrait, Soviet report- 
ers like Sturua need only selectively 
arrange news published in the Ameri- 
can press. They play up statistics like 
9 million unemployed, 2 million ille- 
gal guns in New York. They dote on 
the corruption indicated by the Abscam 
trials. They emphasize sensational 
crime stones. 

Says Sturua: “Our clichés are based 
on your clichés. We print what you 
write about yourself.” 

The /zvestia correspondent takes par- 
ticular pride in a dispatch he sent his

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paper last Christmas. He juxtaposed 
passages from the Neiman- Marcus de 
partment store catalog against instances 
of poverty culled from'The New York 
Times annual 100 Neediest Cases 
appeal. “Any commentary would have 
been superfluous.” he says 

Robert G. Kaiser. formerly chief 
Moscow correspondent for The Wash 
ington Post, regards Sturua as more 
adroit and humorous than most of his 
Soviet colleagues. “You must remem 
ber.” he says, “that the Soviets think 
of journalism as a weapon in the ideo: 
logical struggle. To compare Russian 
and American journalism would be to 
compare apples and oranges ~ 

Kaiser says that although the Soviet 
press has become more subtle than it 
was under Stalin. two basic caricatures 
remain. both borrowed fromthe Amer- 
ican lexicon: The obese plutocrat and 
the noble worker. Details of these car 
icatures are modified to reflect chang- 
ing policies and umes 

“It would be silly today.” Sturua 
says. “to representa rich man as being 
fat. In America. a capitalist can buy 
his own gym: he eats salad, jogs 

When Marilyn Monroe died. Sturua 
portrayed her as a victim of capitalis: 
uc exploitation. foo sensitive to sur 
vive in “the jungles of American life.” 
According to his paper. Elvis Presley 
Natalie Wood and John Belushi all 
were robbed of their humanity by the 
pitiless greed of their capitalist owners 

“We show that you pay 4 very heavy 
price for the success of your consumer 
society,” Sturua says 

With the election of Ronald Reagan 
the Soviet media revived the image of 
the rapacious American plutocrat. and 
/xestia has been publishing cartoons 
of a swaggering figure carrying ma- 
chine guns into El Salvador and nu 
clear cruise missiles into Europe. The 
accompanying texts suggest that the 
U.S. government is being run by fa 
natic millionaires who would blow up 
the world on a moment's notice 

Sturua believes that this portrait con- 
tains a good deal of truth. He takes 
only a passing interest in the more 
benign aspects of American life. The 
luxury of an expensive restaurant. or 
the charm of the safer suburbs around 
Washington. fails to impress him. He 
chooses to see “the not-so-pretty things” 
—tecession. unemployment, crime. 
the arms race—supporting his obser- 
Vations with “the official facts.” 

Tt isn’t a question of how much a 
man can afford to indulge in the sweet 
life.” Sturua says. “If a man judges a 
country y by the quality of its entertain: 


ment. then he is a Very poor man 

When his own country 1s criticized 
Sturua relies on a histoncal defense 
The Soviet Union is a new society. he 
says. sull struggling against the dark 
elements in human nature. He describes 
the alcoholism and tendencies toward 
anarchy and graft as “birth detects 
inherited from the czarist past 

No society is duty-free.” he says 

“At the airport, ves; on earth. no 

His depiction of the U.S., Sturua 
believes. is as objective as the portrait 
of the USSR presented by the Ameri- 
can press. At least he distinguishes 
between the components of American 
power (the Congress. the media. the 
President. the labor umions. the courts 
etc.). he says. whereas American pa 
pers invariably portray the Soviet Union 
as a monolith. By giving so much 
attention to the dissident Soviet intel 
lectuals. Sturua maintains. the Amer 
ican press falsely magnifies the im- 
portance of “an infinitesimal minonty 

It has occurred to him that if both

countries were reduced to the simplic 
ity of clichés, they would look like 
mirror images of one another. Against 
the caricatures of the American plu 
tocrat and the worker, our press coun: 
ters with the caricatures of the cruel 
Soviet commissar bent on world domi 
nation and the warmhearted peasant 
sunk into a stupor of vodka and trapped 
in the maze of a police state 

“If inthe U.S. press you see a Russian 
with a smile on his face.” Sturua says. 
“it means that he is defecting~ 

As he considered the choice between 
a Napoleon and raspberries in cream, 
Sturua recalled a speech he made that 
week to a Kiwanis Club in Florida 
Somebody asked if American tourists 
in the Soviet Union could really be 
shot on sight. Sturua remembered that 
in 1959. when first assigned to New 
York. he was advised not to go by his 
grandmother because he was sure to 
be killed by muggers

Mummy 


etween the graves of Charlotte 
Moody and Caroline Mead in Mid- 
dlebury, Vt.. may be found the grave 
of an Egyptian prince who died 3375 
years before Columbus discovered 
America. The tombstone of the Egyp- 
tian prince reads’ 
Ashes of Amun-Her-Khepesh-Ef. 
Aged 2 years. Son of Sen Woset 
3rd, King of Egypt and his wife 
Hathor-Hotpe. 1883 B.C 
Henry Sheldon of Middlebury, an 
oddities collector, purchased the em. 
balmed corpse of the young prince 
from a New York dealer in 1886. After 
Sheldon’s death in 1907, the mummy 
was stowed in the Sheldon Museum 
attic. There it remained until 1945, 
when the museum curator stumbled 
upon the decayed and leaking remains 
George Mead, president of the mu- 
seum’s board of trustees, decided to 
give the little prince a Christian bun- 
al. He had the mummy cremated in his 
neighbor's furnace. The ashes were in- 
terred in Mead's family plot, and the 
headstone was erected—3828 years after 
the death of Amun-Her-Khepesh-Ef

World War II's False Start 


orid War II officially began on 
Sept. 1, 1939, when Hitler’s 
forces invaded Poland. But the first 
shots actually were fired six days earlier. 
Hitler had orginally planned to at- 
tack on Aug. 26, 1939. But the eve- 
ning before, with 16 combat units 
poised to strike, the attack was called 
off. Last-minute political develop- 
ments—including Mussolini's sudden 
vow not to assist Germany in an attack 
on Poland— convinced Hitler that the 
time was not ripe for an invasion. 
With great difficulty, the combat 
teams were radioed and summoned 


home. But one could not be reached. 
At 12:01 a.m. on Aug. 26, a unit led 
by Lt. Albrecht Herzner captured the 
strategic Janlunkuv Pass in Poland, 
along with the railway station at Mosty 
and a small number of Polish prison- 
ers. When Herzner telephoned cen- 
tral headquarters, he was told that he 
had jumped the gun. On orders, he 
released his prisoners and came home. 

While this snafu should have upped 
Germany's hand, the Polish goverment 
incredibly let it pass without notice. 
When the Nazis invaded on Sept. 1, the 
Poles were taken by surprise. 


Houses of Ice 


t was the biggest building in St. 

Paul—lI4 stories high on an acre of 
land. And it was made entirely of ice 

It was the ice palace of the 1888 St 
Paul Winter Carnival. Although the 
annual event is still held in the Minne- 
sota capital. there has never been an- 
other ice palace like that one. Made of 
20,000 blocks of ice and lit by electric 
lamps, it also was the scene of the 
social event of the season—the wedding 
of George Brown and Eva Evan. More 
than 6000 guests attended 

The Brown-Evan wedding wasn’t 
the first to be held in a palace of ice 
More than 150 years earlier, Prince 
Michael Golitsyn of Russia had taken 
an Italian Catholic wife, to the intense 
displeasure of Czarina Anna Ivanovna 
Although the prince’s bride soon died, 
the czarina remained bent on punishing 


him. She had a vendetta against the 
prince and his family. who opposed 
her rule: she also had a vicious sense 
of humor. She ordered an ice palace 
built in St. Petersburg in the winter of 
1739, completely outfitted with ice 
furnishings—dishes. toilets, tables, 
even a four-poster ice bed. When all 
was finished, she selected the ugliest 
woman she could find to be the prince's 
second bride and forced the couple to 
parade about town on an elephant be- 
fore the wedding. Accompanying them 
was a procession of freaks 

The procession made its way to the 
ice palace, where “the Bridal Pair of 
Fools” were stripped and sent to their 
icy nuptial chamber. Then all exits 
were sealed. The couple survived the 
fngid night, and nine months later, 
the prince’s wife gave birth to twins. 


Seasick 
Lord Nelson 


ord Horatio Nelson (1758-1805), 

possibly history's greatest naval 
commander, was constantly seasick 
At the time he defeated Napoleon's 
navies for his native Britain. he also 
was suffering from gout, recurring al- 
tacks of malaria, chest and lung pains, 
rheumatic fever and mental depression 
In addition, Nelson was missing his 
night eye and an arm, which had been 


Nelson relieved his excruciating gout 
with a vegetarian diet. but he never 
did overcome his seasickness. At the 
age of 43, after 30 years at sea, he 
wrote despairingly: “Heavy sea. sick 
to death—this seasickness I shall never 
get over.” Another time, he bemoaned 
being so seasick “that I cannot hold 
up my head, but none of them [his 
crewmates] cares a damn for me and 
my sufferings.” Maybe Nelson was in 
the wrong line of work
